Thoughts while in Daytona... 
Dale Singleton has now raced a 
total of 600 miles over the last 
three Daytona 200s without a 
mechanical breakdown, Dale claims 
that there is only one man on the crew 
who has been with him for these past 
three outings which have produced 
two wins and one second place finish 
for the best three year average ever 
turned in at the speedway by an indi- 
vidual rider. 

Singleton’s luck turned all for the 
good, starting in 1979. On the other 
side, Kenny Roberts won the race in 
”78 and the luck of the Yamaha crew, 
for Kenny twice and Skip Aksland 
once, has been all bad from ’79 on. 
Hard to figure that one. 

If anybody beats Eddie Lawson this 
season in 250cc class racing it will be a 
major upset. His winning ride on the 
Kawasaki at Daytona was one of the 
most near-perfect 100-mile rides we 
have viewed. 

Mark down Jim Filice as the newest 
kid on the block to understand what 
publicity and promotion is all about. 
He rode the 250cc race well enough to 
win, even though he lacks experience. 





He was the same after the loss as he 
was before the event. Give Gary 
Howard, manager of (Һә Roberts/ 
Lawwill team, a lot of credit on this 
one. 

I missed it at the time of the 
interview I did with Dick Mann right 
after he made that exhibition run on 
his '71-winning BSA triple. Dick was 
wearing the same leathers and helmet 
he wore when he won the race 10 years 
agol 

Hovr come the French riders are 
doing so well in each Daytona 200 and 
then we hear so little about them the 
rest of the year in European FIM 
events? 

Germany's Tony Mang now has 
nearly unbeatable four-year record in 
Daytona 250cc class racing: 2-4-3-3 is 
what it says. Lawson may be the only 
rider who will top that with his two 
straight back to back wins — on two 
different brands no less. Eddie also has 
a Daytona Novice win to his credit. 

The H-D Dirt Track Series, for the 
second year in a row, went down to the 
final event before the oveall point 
winner — Terry Poovey — was decided. 
Mechanical troubles again cost Gary 
Scott much $$$. This time about 
$5,000 for dropping off the pace on 
the final night. 

The new program to move riders up 
from “club” ranks to Expert road racer 
ranking may or may not be such a 
good idea when the Daytona 200 is the 
first road race on the schedule. More 
than one rider who was a Novice 250cc 
rider last season showed up for the 200 
as an Expert. The papers were full of 
many of these riders taking some wild 
spills on several parts of the track. 

Daytona is just too fast for some kid 
who is used to burning up the track in 
his own backyard. Perhaps the move 
could be made from Amateur/Novice 
to full blown Expert right after 
Daytona so the rider has a year on the 
Winston circuits before he gets on a 
bike that has a 180 mph potential? 

One of the biggest surprises of the 
week was then the mew Novice road 
race winner, David Greene, stepped 
up to the Bell Helmets show stage and 
informed all of us that he was indeed 
36 years old. Unofficially, this made 
him old enough to be the father of just 
about every other rider in the race. 

But Texan Greene rode one of the 
smartest races we have seen by a 
Novice in several seasons, He never led 
until the last turn, going from third to 
first over two kids from California that 
were probably more surprised than all 
of us who were watching. 


No, do not expect Greene to launch 
a full time road racing career. He is in 
construction work in Texas and just 
had one heck of a good time becoming, 
for the record, the oldest rider to ever 
win the Daytona Novice race, or 
maybe any other Novice final for that 
matter. 

The question of the day after the 
200 miler? “What happens to Kenny 
Roberts’ bike each year after time 


trials?” It runs near perfect all week ` 


with little tearing down. Then between 
Thursday and Sunday noon something 
happens — three straight years! 


Mike: Hailwood was in town for the 
races and was at the Hawaiian Inn 
each night for the Bell show. Had a 
chance to talk with him and he is now 
a full time cycle dealer in Birmingham 
and not liking it one bit — being tied 


down and all that other rot that goes 


with it. 

Having him and Dick Mann on the 
stage at the Bell show was a real high- 
light for the 800-plus people who were 
in the crowd that night.

Dangermond not listening 


It appears that the director of the 
Department of Parks and Recreation, 
Mr. Pete Dangermond, Jr., has 
funded projects with Green Stickie 
money, which were found to be unac- 
ceptable by the ORV Advisory Com- 
mittee which was set up through his 
own department. It would appear that 
Mr. Dangermond is not listening to 
the very people appointed by his own 
department to provide technical advice 
to him on off-road vehicles. He has 
overridden his own committee one- 





third of the time. Projects to be 
funded include roads used almost ex- 
clusively by hunters for the purposes of 
hunting — not for off roading — and 
projects adding gates on roads to close 
them, among other things. You might 
like to let Mr. Dangermond know that 
you would rather your funds and my 
funds be spent in other manners. 

The icing on the cake is the fact that 
even though in last week’s Cycle News 
Mr. Dangermond wrote a letter and 
said that the Hungry Valley Plan is a 
good plan, the “Hungry Seven” wrote 
a five-page, 26-point letter to the De- 
partment enumerating problems with 
the plan. Further, the technical appen- 
dix to the plan was not issued to the 
Hungry Seven. This appendix is the 
real meat of the plan, yet the Parks 
and Recreation Department felt that 
their own advisory committee did not 
need this information. I would hope 
that the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment listens to what the Hungry Seven 
has had to say and also do some serious 
thinking on other issues facing them 
today.

On p. 8, the bottom picture of 
the start shows #35 Kevin Stafford (not 
Dan Chivington) on the Robbins 
Racing Special. After qualifying his 
bone-stock Yamaha loth fastest, he 
got a great start and was caught by 
your camera. 

I would also like to comment on 
Jimmy Adamo’s remarks on p. 9. 
(Adamo said that he felt he could have 
placed sixth had he not mistaken 
Stafford for a lapped rider... Editor.) 
Running fifth before the second gas 
stop, Kevin was slowed by a lengthy 
refueling. This alowed Dan 
Chivington to stretch out enough of a 
lead to hold fifth and later let Single- 
ton by as well. 

Adamo and Homchick were within 
striking distance and both pulled close 
enough to make a pass. Awakened to 
the challenge after running along for a 
number of laps, Stafford repassed 
both riders and closed back up on 
Singleton. 

Kevin later said, “I thought, well if I 
can run with him this late in the race I 
must be close to the front. If I repass, I 








may win this thing.” 

Stafford repassed and held his lead 
to the flag and was the only rider to 
unlap himself and the last to run 52 
laps. 

Although not quite a win, sixth was 
a fine ride for one of the country’s 
finest privateers.

Response to Dangermond”s 
letter on Hungry Valley 


I believe that Mr. Dangermond’s 
letter is in need of clarification 
because some of the statements he 
made are somewhat less than factual. 

On the land closures within the 
project he stated, “but the total of all 
closed areas in only 8% of the total 
land area.” This 8% consists of the 
1,500 acres of natural preserves only. 
He failed to mention the 2,600 plus 
acres under grazing lease (which they 
intend to continue and expand), that 
is within the 4,450 acres they call the 
Scenic Corridor, the 10-acre leased 
dump site. 

In addition, they intend to provide a 
buffer zone around the school (no 
acres figure given). There are four 
other residence leases (no acres figure 
given) and the 830 acres of highly 
restricted Cultural Preserve, and 
10,545 acres of trail use only. Mr. 
Dangermond stated, “Some users may 
consider these trails areas and scenic 
corridors closed to use; however, I 
assure you they are not closed but, 
rather, open to selected use.” It is my 
contention that if you are not allowed 
to put a tire on it, it is closed. 

He states, “During the planning 
process for Hungry Valley, which 


began several years ago, my staff has 


met frequently with users, as well as 
the Hungry Valley Citizens Advisory 
Committee, and a task force 
comprised of all the federal, state and 
local agencies having jurisdiction in 
the area. This plan is an outgrowth of 
those meetings.” They did hold 
meetings, but I can assure you that 
this plan is not an outgrowth of the 
user’s input at those meetings. The 
Hungry Valley general plan draft is 
basically the same version that the 
Department of Parks and Recreation 
presented at those meetings, and 
shows little, if any, user input. 
Another thing you might find 
interesting is the Development 
Guidelines listed in the Appendix. On 
the construction of motorcycle trails it 
lists clearing widths as follows: Eight 
feet recommended standard one way, 


"10 feet recommended standard two 


way.” I hope you like to ride on 
freeways 

The Parks & Recreation Depart- 
ment will not change this plan. 
Changes can be made in the plan by 
the California Park and Recreation 
Commission at their meeting in Los 
Angeles on May 8. See you there. 

One last thing, Mr. Dangermond 
states, “The Department will attempt 
to provide funds only for those projects 
which assure the best OHV 
recreational experience available.” 
You might ask Mr, Dangermond why 
he okayed the allocation of $243,500 
on projects that the State OHV 
Advisory Committee listed as unaccept- 
able and $691,000 on low priority.

Mark “The Bridgeville Bomber” Barnett 


bounced back from his worst weekend (last 


week’s Daytona Supercross where he finished 
eighth) and said “bombs away” as he scored 


back-to-back wins in two nights 
of racing at the 1981 Mr. Pibb 
Supercross in Houston’s Astro- 
dome. 

The two wins easily vaulted him into 
the series points lead as he also won his 
qualifiers both nights. Barnett’s Suzuki 
teammate and point leader going into 
the weekend — Darrell Shultz — suf- 
fered a knee injury in practice Friday. 
He still qualified for the final where he 
rode a gutty race to finish ninth, but 


the injury was too paintul for him to 
attempt to ride Saturday. He's now 
third in points with 134. 

For Barnett, “It’s all coming to- 
gether now. I guess it’s not too overdue. 
It’s overdue in my mind; I want to win 
so bad. Now I've been doing it, so I 
think it’s gonna come a lot easier 
‘cause I've got self-confidence. 

“I've always had self-confidence in 
the past — I won the 125cc Champion- 
ship last year — but Supercross is the 
hardest to win 'cause you have to be 








first or second the whole series. There's 
no room for mistakes.” 

Barnett made no mistakes he couldn't 
correct as Team Suzuki rolled to their 
seventh straight win this season. Kent 
Howerton backed up Barnett on Satur- 
day with a second which helped put 
him in that spot in points with 148. 

Broc Glover was the highest placing 
Yamaha rider with a second and a 
third. It wasn’t as good as his two-one 
last year but was enough to tie him for 
sixth in points with Bob Hannah at 
101. Hannah's weekend was better 
than it has been in a while with finishes 
of six and five. 

Defending Supercross Champion Mike 
Bell was hampered by a flat and a fall 
in the two nights of racing and his fin- 
ishes were 5-12. He is now fourth in 
points at 132. 


Friday 

Jim Gibson scooted out to a quick 
lead in the first qualifier with Broc 
Glover shadowing him closely. Glover's 
teammate Donnie Cantaloupi and 
Darrell Shultz on a factory Suzuki held 
positions in third and fourth. 

Glover hounded Gibson for the first 
half of the race and finally found an 
opening in a left-hand corner where he 
ducked underneath for the lead. After 
that, the Yamaha teamster just rode it 
out to the checkered for the win. 

Late in the race, Shultz seemed to 
fade a bit due to the pain in his knee, 
and Kawasakis Warren Reid worked 
his way up to make several thrusts at 
Shultz. Reid tried especially hard to 
get by in the last two laps but got out 
of shape a couple of times and decided 
to save it for the final. ; 

Barnett was never headed in the sec- 
ond qualifier. Chuck Sun on a factory 
Honda, Hannah and Yamaha-mounted 
Jimmy Ellis kept Barnett company out 
of the gate. Ellis dropped back to

eventually finish sixth, going to a semi 
instead of directly into the final. 

While Barnett cruised along in 
front, Hannah drew himself up to Sun 
and tried to pry for an opening. They 
tangled and fell in the big bermed 
right-hander after the tunnel jump on 
lap four, but both got going again with- 
out losing position to Rick Burgett on 
another works Yamaha in fourth. 

Hannah finally succeeded in slipping 
past Sun on lap six and kept him back 
to third the remaining distance. Husq- 
varna-supported Billy Grossi edged 
Burgett for fourth a lap from the 
finish with Ellis and Vickery Yamaha's 
Arlo Englund also close behind. 

Howerton and Honda’s Donnie Han- 
sen ran away with the third qualifier. 
Rich Coon kept his factory Honda a 
steady third the whole race while 
Maico’s Mickey Kessler moved his way 
up from seventh on the opening lap to 
fourth after following Carter's Yamaha 
rider Mark Rakestraw who DNF with a 
collapsed rear wheel. 

Team Suzuki member Marty Smith 
tangled in the banners along the 
whoop-infested straight on lap one try- 
ing to avoid an out-of-shape rider. By 
the time he got going again, he was at 
the back of the pack but on the gas 
and managed to get a direct transfer 
to the final with a fifth. 

Rex Staten looked pretty pumped 
and ready to win prior to the fourth 
qualifier. When the gate fell, he blast- 
ed his Rocket Rex Racing Yamaha 
into the early lead with Mike Bell and 
Honda's Steve Wise ready to pounce 
on him. Both chased the Rocketman 
down before the first lap ended. Bell 
headed off to an unchallenged win, 
but Staten gave Wise some fight in the 
early going. He passed the Texan back 
for second on lap two and held him off 
until Wise went by after the tunnel 
jump on lap four. 

Kawasaki's Goat Breker finished not

too far back in fourth with Yamaha- 
support rider Dave Hollis gaining the 
last transfer spot. 

Maico’s Carlos Serrano latched onto 
the initial lead in the first semi followed 
by Super Seer/Trim/Yamaha rider 
Kenny Keylon, Bigelow and Englund. 
Serrano gave up his lead when he fell 
after the double up jump on lap three. 
He lost many positions but worked back 
up to an eventual sixth. 

Keylon now headed a tight foursome 
with Hollis, Englund and Chief Drilling 
Co. Yamaha rider Randy Kirschbaum 
right behind. Hollis finally flew past 
Keylon for the lead and win on the 
double up jump in lap eight. Keylon 
also succumbed to Englund’s moves to 
just miss a transfer. 

Texan Mark Rakestraw led the first 
half of the second semi, but David 
Bailey on a Moto-X Fox Kawasaki was 
on the move and displaced him on lap 
six. 
Only the winner of the consolation 
race would go to the final. Honda’s 
Johnny O’Mara knew the pressure was 
on and responded by leading the race 
from the word go. Serrano held off 
Alan King for a distant second. 


In the final, Glover got the drive out 
of the gate with Hansen and Barnett 
keeping him company up front. 
Various first lap mishaps claimed Sun, 
Breker, Englund and Bigelow. Rich 
Coon would later get tangled up in one 
of the tunnels, hurting his leg badly 
enough to keep him out of Saturday's 
race. 

Barnett picked off Hansen on lap 
two, and Bell dropped him back once 
more on the next lap. Hansen's position 
would not change after that. 

Barnett followed Glover around close- 
ly for quite a while, neither seemingly 
able to pull away or close up on the 
other. “We had a pretty good pace 


going the whole way,” Barnett said 
later. “I got off pretty good, about 
third, and passed Hansen — he was in 
second — passed him right away and 
followed Broc for about 12 laps. He 
was going really good and I just picked 
up on all of his lines. He had a few bad 
lines and I had some better ones. I was 
going faster in places so I set up a 
pass.” 

It didn’t really look like a carefully 
thought-out, planned pass when it 
happened. Barnett drew alongside of 
Glover at the start of the whoop-filled 
straight with both feet off the pegs and 
simply nailed the throttle to the stops. 
“Yeah, I was all out of control. I was so 
close, I figured it'd be the best time to 
do it then ‘cause I was right next to 
him,” recalled Barnett after the race. 

“He saw me coming. He jumped in 
front of me a little and we kind of got 
almost tangled up. I had to keep it 
wide open and I was a little out of 
control, but I managed to save it. I 
was kind of sideways, and I hit that 
one rut, but he kind of messed up, too, 
so I just took advantage of his mistake.” 

After that, Barnett pulled away to 
about a 12-second victory in the re- 
maining laps. Glover kept second and 
didn’t seem mightily disappointed. “I 
felt fine and was riding comfortably. I 
haven't been riding very well this year, 
and I wanted to do good so I was up in 
the front. 

“Barnett kind of came on real 
strong in that one section over the 
jumps. It was a pretty good pass, 
really. From then on, I don’t know; I 
just lost my concentration. Mark didn’t 
pick up the pace, really; I just started 
not driving as hard. 


“It felt good getting back up to a 
competitive pace,” Glover added. 

Bell had tried to make a run at the 
leaders with a mid-race surge, but that 








fell apart when his tire started going 
flat near the end of the race. Gibson 
who got a fair start and moved into the 
top five on lap eight, went by Bell on 
lap 18 with Hansen following suit a lap 
later to move into fourth. 

Due to a scoring mix-up, the race 
went 21 laps instead of 20. On the 21st 
lap, Hannah also passed Bell to seem- 
ingly secure fifth (the Hurricane was 
seventh at the end of lap one). When 
the error was discovered, however, the 
scoring went according to the rider's 
positions at the end of lap 20 which 
was understandably upsetting to Han- 
nah and mechanic Keith McCarty. 

Howerton held on and, despite a 
fall, collected seventh in front of Reid. 
Shultz rode a surprisingly strong race 
considering the condition of his knee. 
After starting off about sixth, he man- 
aged to go the distance and end up 
ninth with O’Mara 10th. 


Saturday 


A bit of drama and excitement per- 
meated the pre-race atmosphere Satur- 
day. Shultz had reportedly slept with 
an ice pack over his injured knee and 
was only going to show up before the 
qualifiers. He wouldn't ride practice 
but would just see how he felt and not 
ride any more than necessary. The 
plan was for him simply to qualify for 
the final then try to get some points, if 
he was able to ride at all. 

When Shultz did limp into the Suzuki 
pit area, it was difficult to imagine 
him riding a jump-filled Supercross 
track. In the end, he watched glumly 
from the sidelines, helpless to do any- 
thing about earning valuable points. 

The previous night’s win marked the 
sixth straight Supercross win for Suzuki, 
an embarassing situation for the other 
teams. According to announcer Larry 
Huffman, Yamaha Racing Team 
Manager Ken Clark had said tonight 


would be different; they were pulling 
out the stops to beat Suzuki. 

The Honda duo of Hansen and Gib- 
son went to the front of the first quali- 
fier with Barnett in third. Barnett flew 
past Gibson on the triple jumps leading 
to the finish line on lap three leaving 
Hansen right in front of him. 

It took only a lap for Barnett to slip 
by Hansen and after that, that’s all she 
wrote. Burgett finished a lonely fourth 
while Steve Stackable on a Griffin Visa 
Therm Maico came out on top of a 
three-rider fight for fifth. 

Sun kept the Honda holeshots alive 
in the second qualifier. Hannah started 
poorly and was seemingly out of the 
hunt as he completed a lap with six 
riders ahead of him. 

However, the Hurricane apparently 
tapped into some of the old magic and 
was flying! He appeared to leap higher 
and farther than anyone and the crowd's 
din cascading downward from all 
parts of the Dome spurred him on. 


He was in fourth by the end of lap 
two, third and closing on lap three, in 
second and still gaining on lap four. 
Sun proved to be a much tougher foe. 
Hannah was unable to find a way by 
for several laps. He almost out-jumped 
Sun in the triples on lap seven and 
clinched it a lap later in the whoop- 
filled straight. 

Reid came up a closing third followed 
by Englund and Keylon. 

Howerton, Serrano and O’Mara led 
off the third qualifier. Howerton had 
nothing but open space in front of him 
and let the others do the fighting as he 
began to pull away. 

Glover, who started around fifth, 
was also gassing it and by lap three 
had pushed the Serrano/O’Mara duel 
back to third. That ended abruptly on 
lap four, though. As they headed for 
the double up jump, O’Mara went to

the inside. Flying toward the top of the 
jump, O'Mara collided with Serrano. 

The Maico pilot stayed straight and 
upright, but not so for the rider in red, 
white and blue. O’Mara and bike 
tumbled end over end, landing on the 
beside the jump. 
O'Mara laid on his back for quite a 
while as emergency personnel checked 
him over. He was able to walk away 
more shaken up than anything, the 
major physical damage being a tweaked 
finger. 

Glover continued his pursuit of 
Howerton and the distance between 
the two shrank, As they went into the 
big bermed right-hander after the 
tunnel jump on lap eight, Glover 
ducked to the inside while Howerton 
took the. high line. Howerton apparent- 
ly got in there a little too hot and slid 
to a momentary stop. With a couple 
quick fans on the clutch lever, he was 
away quickly but now behind Glover. 

Howerton rode like this was the final 
in the last two laps. At the end of the 
back straight on the final lap, he 
bounced around the Yamaha teamster 
and held it the remaining few turns to 
the checkered. Cantaloupi, Serrano and 
Grossi followed them in. 

Staten and Bell led the pack out of 
the first turn in the fourth qualifier. 
Bell grabbed the lead before the first 
lap ended, though, and that was it, 
end of contest. Bigelow moved into 
third after the halfway point leaving 
Yamaha rider Keith Oelerich to fend 
off Kessler for fourth. 

Yamaha-mounted Ricky Palmer, 
Breker and Smith jetted to the fore in 
semi number one. Breker swapped 
places with Palmer quickly, though, 
and was never headed from that point 
on. 
Smith also went by Palmer a lap 
later and tried to catch Breker. That 


was his undoing. On lap six, he bailed 
attempting a double jump in the far 
sweeping-type turn and put himself 
out for the night. 

Hollis took the Suzuki teamster s 
vacated spot and held it to the finish 
for a transfer. Behind him, T&O 
Yamaha rider Tim Lunde put on a 
super charge through a tightly-bunched 
four-rider dice and after swapping 
positions back and forth with the 
others, got third ahead of Keystone 
Yamaha rider Jeff Hicks, Mike Twigg 
on a Twigg’s Cycle Yamaha and Clay 
Hoenshell on a Yamaha. 

In the second semi, Yamaha support 
rider Chappy Blose proved to have the 
most refined reflexes as he blasted 
cleanly into the lead with King putting 
his Maico in behind. Jimmy Ellis moved 
up to third on lap two and the leading 
trio tightened up. 

Blose s bid for a spot in the final ap- 
peared to go down the drain when he 
got off at the end of the whoop straight 
on lap four. Though he remounted 
and got back up to fifth, King and 
Ellis easily won. 

Blose wanted in to the final and did 
itthe hard way by riding more laps 
than anyone this night. He rode a 
qualifier (10 laps), a semi (10 laps). and 
was now in the consolation (eight laps). 
Chappy had the start wired and kept it 
on two wheels for the consy win just 
ahead of Mark Rakestraw and Husky- 
supported Derek Wedding. 

In the final, Suzuki proved to have 
the one-two punch as Barnett led the 
entire event with Howerton lurking 
just out of Barnett’s roost. “Today I 
had to lead it the whole race so it was a 
little bit harder,” a happy Barnett said 
later. “I wanted to get a bigger lead so 
I wouldn't have to work so hard. Four 
seconds ain't a big lead at all, one little 
screw up and that’s it.” 








Knowing Howerton was behind him 
worried him because the Rhinestone 
Cowboy had passed him in the last 
corner for the win on more than one 
occasion. “I said to myself, ‘I aint 
lettin’ him get close. I can’t.’ I was just 
waiting for that white flag to come 
out. ‘Come on, white flag; come on, 
white flag!” 

After getting the checkered, Barnett 
threw a victory fist into the air as he 
flew off the final jump. 

The racing behind the first two 
proved to be more exciting to watch. 
Hansen and Gibson started out battling 
for third while the Yamaha team was 
off to a slow start — Cantaloupi and 
Glover were sixth and seventh at the 
end of a lap while Bell and Hannah 
were mired further back in mid-pack. 


Glover came charging up and by lap 
five was preparing to give the Honda 
riders fits. He moved by both of them 
after a couple laps but could get no 
higher up. Pain in his left leg, 
incurred when he hit his knee on the 
triple clamp in the previous night's 
practice, helped slow him a bit. 


Gibson finally passed Hansen after 
the midway point and Bell came up to 
them. As he tried to pass Hansen in 
the whoop straight, though, the two 
clashed and went down hard. Both 
were up quickly, Bell glaring at 
Hansen, and both continued. Bell had 
to pull into the mechanic's area to fix 
his bars which were laid flat in the 
crash. 

According to Hansen, “My foot got 
caught in his spokes and ripped me off 
the bike.” 

Bell felt there was more to it than 
that. “I was gaining two seconds a lap 
on him. He was going over those jumps 
and knew I was coming and he cut 
right over!” 








Other observers felt it was just tight 
racing where one rider happened to 
get out of shape sending both down. 
At any rate, Hannah defeated Sun for 
fifth followed by Staten, Hansen, 
Breker and King. Bell finished 12th 
behind Cantaloupi. 

Hannah's finish was among his best 
this year, but he claimed, “I was glad 
to get through it. I got one twisted bad 
ankle I got today. I got it yesterday, 
but it got worse today,” he said with a 
laugh. “I was glad there was a lot of 
left handers ‘cause those right handers 
were giving me a hell of a time. I 
wouldn’t want to stick my foot down, 
you know. I'd just lift it up and go 
raaaa,” as he twisted an imaginary 
throttle wide open. 

So, Suzuki successfully met whatever 
challenge was thrown at them one 
more weekend. It will be interesting to 
see if they can carry the streak 
outdoors to the first National of the 
year at Hangtown. e

Series: Round 2 


Spencer 
(Freddie) sails 
at Talladega

TALLADEGA, AL, MAR. 15 








“I hope this is a sign of things to come,” said 
Team Honda's Freddie Spencer after winning 
the Superbike round in the Talladega Pro-Am 
at Alabama International Motor Speedway. 


“Everything went smoothly. The 
bike ran strong and the only 
problems I had were hitting a 
slick spot in the infield and a 
strong gust of wind about mid-race 
that caught me unaware and changed 
my racing line for me.” 

While Spencer was doing his thing 
out front, the battle for second went 
right down to the final inches. 
Kawasaki's Eddie Lawson, by the 
narrowest of margins, squeaked out 
second place from Yoshimura/Suzuki 
rider Wes Cooley at the line. Fourth 
and fifth went to Honda’s Mike 
Spencer and the Racecrafter’s Inter- 


national sponsored Kawasaki of Harry 
Klinzmann. A slim field of 25 riders 
was on hand for the event. 

““T could really pick up ground on 
Wes in the infield,” said Lawson. I 
think if I hadn't blown up my fast 
motor in the heat race things might 
have been different. I did have one 
problem though, I went into a full lock 
slide going into the chicane when I 
tried to outbrake a slower rider and he 
didn’t know I was there.” 


Cooley was the talk of the pits not 
only for losing the super close finish, 
but for a spectacular save he made 
mid-race when he got into trouble in

the infield and the bike literally 
jumped all over the track. Not only 
did Cooley save it, but he was right 
back on the gas passing three riders 
before hitting the west banking exiting 
the infield. 

“I don’t believe I stayed up on two 
wheels,” said Cooley afterwards. “I 
know it was spectacular because it 
scared the hell out of me. It was really 
my fault because 1 got a bit over 
anxious to get through traffic. I 
didn’t realize Eddie was that close on 
the final lap or he wouldn't have 
gotten me.” 

The heat races over the nearly four- 
mile combined road/oval at Talladega 
— as the track is better known — saw 
Cooley open a good lead on Honda’s 
Mike Spencer and Cooley's new 
Yoshimura teammate Guennady 
Liubimsky for the first heat win. 

Eddie Lawson led the first two laps 
of heat two and then had his motor go 
up in a large puff of blue smoke when

a rod let loose at the start of the back- 
stretch. Freddie Spencer cruised to the 
vrin follovved by his Honda teammate 
Roberto Pietri. On the cool-off lap, 
Spencer picked up Lawson for a ride 
to the pits. 

The final was to be a 12-lap sprint, 
and the fastest off the line was Pietri. 
Unfortunately, he didn’t even 
complete the first lap. “Everything 
looked fine,” said a dejected Pietri 
afterwards, “then it went bang. My 
luck hasn’t been too good lately.” 

Freddie Spencer took over the lead 
with Cooley in tow followed by 
Lawson, Mike Spencer and 
Klinzmann. “Freddie and I were 
having fun drafting each other in the 
early laps,” said Cooley. “However, 
the bike seemed to get a bit slower, 
and I had a break in concentration 
when I had the near get-off.” 

“I Idst a bit of ground in the opening 
lap,” said Lawson. I didn’t want to 
push as hard as Wes and Freddie on 





tires that weren't even warm. Once 
they began to stick I rode as hard as I 
could to make up ground in the infield 
and stay close on the banking.” 

Spencer led the second and third 
laps with Cooley taking over on laps 
four and five. Spencer was back on top 
for the next two go-arounds with 
Cooley doing his “worm wiggle” on lap 
eight. From there on Lawson inched 
steadily closer. 

Mike Spencer was getting a bit of 
learning time in riding to fourth while 
Klinzmann was trying in vain to make 
his fifth a fourth. 

“T rode the wheels off the bike,” said 
Jimmy’ Adamo of his Berliner/ Reno 
Leoni Ducati — the first twin finisher 
in the infield. “I was skating the bike 
through the infield and making up 
some ground. But when we hit the 
banking it was good-bye. There’s no 
substitute for raw power.” Adamo was 
seventh behind ethe Hyper-Cycle 
Kawasaki of Carey Andrews. 





Lang Hinkle, riding for Kawasaki 
Canada, made a charge up through 
traffic to put himself into a rapidly 
closing sixth place on lap four. Hindle 


. lost a lap on lap seven for unexplained 


mechanical reasons. 
Another casualty of mechanical 
emlins was Liubimsky who was 
running fifth on lap three. Unfor- 
tunately, that’s where his ride ended. @

How to party hearty 
Making the best of Mexicali 


By Nina Vermillion 


To be perfectly honest, Mexicali isn’t that 
much fun. (“You have to make your own good 
times,” your mother always said.) There isn’t 
that much to do so life is not a giddy whirl of 


one fascinating activity after an- 
other. The reason seems to be 
that Mexicali is well integrated 
with Calexico, her sister city 
across the border, and both places are 
very commercially-oriented. 

When you first arrive, in the heart 
of the’ business district, you may well 
‘be wondering what sort of scene, ex- 
actly, you”re getting into. Persevere 
and drive through town to Boulevard 
Benito Juarez, make a right and you'll 
find the rest of the racers and all ofthe 
action. 


The Holiday Inn and the Hotel 
Lucerna are located about a block 
apart, facing each other across Boule- 
vard Benito Juarez. The Lucerna is 
race headquarters, but the Holiday 
Inn has Contingency Row in a parking 
lot right next to itself. The Lucerna 
sports a good patio coffee shop, a disco 
and two bars as well as a beautifully 
done pool and waterfall in the court- 
yard of the building. There is an 
additional pool back in the other 
quarter that is much quieter. The 
“Aquacade” pool is located facing the

two bars and, consequently, on race 
day is the place to be. The crowd 
grows as the afternoon wears along 
with bikers in half-off leathers mixing 
freeley with barely bikini-clad ladies as 
the four-wheel drivers come trickling 
in from the course. 

The Holiday Inn has a pool and 
patio area out back that is pretty, but 
most of the people that stay there hang 
out at the Lucerna. The Holiday Inn 
bar is located overlooking the pool/ 
patio area and is nice for a wake up 
beer after siesta, if you take one. Ad- 
joining the Holiday Inn is a very good 
restaurant/bar called the Mexicali 
Rose Saloon. Done in early hoosegow, 
the bar has swinging cowboy doors and 
is elevated over the restaurant area 
with jail bars for walls. The place is 
small, with red-checked tablecloths 
and a determinedly Old Western flavor. 

On the same side of the street as 
contingency row, but farther down the 
Boulevard, is a restaurant called Los 


Buffalos. The decor is simple to say 
the least — benches and wooden tables 
and wine bottles with plants growing 
in them — but it is suitable to this part 
of Mexico and really very charming. 
Because service is slow due to the 
milling hordes of racers, pit crews, 
press and fans, Los Buffaloes provides 
an hors d’ouevre that could very well 
serve as dinner — crisp hot taco chips 
with several sauces and a big serving of 
sauteed chicken livers that at first 
glance appears to be a soup bowl full 
of big round brown mushrooms. The 
food is excellent and two recommenda- 
tions are the carne asada and the 
garlic lobster. A generous lobster half 
is broiled with butter and garlic chips 
and if you like garlic and/or lobster 
you just may think you've died and 
gone to heaven. They serve the excel- 
lent beers and wines of Mexico here. 


The Mexicali Rose Saloon is the 
place to grab a quick drink before 
showering the course dust off your 
body and putting on your cleanest 
dirty jeans for dinner, If you decide to 
dine there, they have an excellent 
salad bar with all kinds of goodies and 
very courteous service. When they had 
to change our table after making us 
wait half an hour, management 
brought us -аП a glass of red wine. 
Their beef is very good and seems to be 
more flavorful than our American style. 
If you can't clean up your plate — and 
after salad, pinto chili bean soup, a 
baked potato the size of Chicago with 
all the trimmings, marvelous hot bread 
and a generous portion of meat, don’t 
be surprised if you can’t — the waiter, 
instead of giving you a soggy doggy 
bag, will take a piece of aluminum foil 
and wrap the leftover meat very clever- 
ly into a silver bird for you to take 
home. The grave concentration our 
waiter gave to this task was charming 
to see and revealing of the general 
desire to please there. 

If you survive race night roaming 
around the Lucerna watering spots, 
you will probably want either a hearty 
breakfast or an early lunch. A good 
place to go is the Centinela coffee shop 
in the El Cachanilla Motel just down 
the street from the Lucerna. Their 
machacas — eggs scrambled with 
onion, green pepper, tomato and bar- 
becued beef — are superb and the 
hamburgers the best in Mexicali. And 
the waitress doesn’t think it’s odd if 
you have a beer with your breakfast. 

If, like a lot of racing degenerates, 
you cut work and drive down on Friday 
you should be there by early or mid- 
afternoon, The day before a race is 
always quiet (tinkling wrenches in the 
pit area) and this is a good time to get 
checked into wherever you are staying, 
unpack, check out contingency row 
and get in some pool time. After that 
you might want a drink at the Holiday 
Inn bar overlooking the patio before 
getting ready to go out to dinner. 
There really isn't a tourist shopping 
area per se, but you might want to buy 
your duty free liquor at the super- 
market now and get that over with. 
The Mexicali Rose is good for a Friday 
night dinner and you'll probably want 
to retire early — along with the drivers, 
pit crews and support personnel (the 
press never sleeps) — to be brisk and 
bright-eyed for the race at dawn the 
following day. The SCORE press room, 
located across from the Lucerna pool, 
can give you a copy of the course map 
and you can plot how far out you want 
to go and observe. Because this is a 
short race, the bikers start coming in 
around 1 p.m. Classes, by checkpoint, 
are posted in the corridor outside the 
Lucerna coffee shop for your reference. 

At Mexicali the emphasis is on 
racing much more than in Ensenada 
(with insidious Hussongs), but even 
though it’s a small town there on Boule- 
vard Benito Juarez, you can still have a 
very good time indeed. e 
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LITTLE TAKES HOME 
LOT OF GOLD.

After about a five-month layoff, the thunder 
we'd been waiting for finally came, not the 
thunder from up in the sky but rather from 
Santa Barbara’s Bobby Schwartz who had a 


perfect night at the Orange 
County Fairgrounds. He won 
every heat he was in, including 
the main event, and led the over- 
seas team to a 38-34 victory over the 
U.S. home team in the March Spring 
Classic. 

The overseas team was captained by 
U.S. National Champion Bruce Pen- 
hall who got off to a slow start, going 
down in his first heat. Shawn Moran 
usually does well but couldn't pull off 
that win. He did score three times for 
his team, though. : 

Schwartz totally dominated the 
track while Ron Preston had trouble 
finding the groove on this unfamiliar 
track. Kelly Moran did kind of find 
the groove and in event six took first 
place but then let his bike take off 
without him into the crash wall. Mike 
Curoso also” couldn”t get it together 
despite his perfect style. Reserves were 
Larry Kosta and John Cook. 

The captain for the U.S. home team 


was Alan Christian. who began this 
year where he left off last year — win- 
ning — but did have trouble later on. 
Lance King was only a step from the 
win all night with three second places. 
Dave Sims started with a fourth place 
but did take a win in event nine and a 
second in event 11. 

Brad Oxley looked good as ever and 
took two wins. Dave DeTemple rode 
hard as always and took two seconds. 
Reserves were Craig Schaefer (who 
couldn’t quite break it open) and 
Keith Chrisco (who didn’t ride). 

In his first ride at Costa Mesa as 
National Champion, Penhall got off to 
a slow start by going down in turn one. 
The real race was between teammates 
Christian and King. Alan took first by 
inches with Lance second and Shawn 
Moran was third. 

Event two got off to a shaky start 
with two restarts, but finally it was off. 
Dubb Ferrell was first out of the gate. 
However, Bobby Schwartz wasn't even 
shaken as he began his unbeatable 





streak and cleanly took the win. Ferrell 
had to settle for second in front of Ron 
Preston and Craig Schaefer was fourth. 

In event four, Penhall showed why 
he is number one. Teammate Shawn 
Moran got second while Ferrell took 
third after going down. 

Event five was one of the best races 
of the night. Brad Oxley got the gate 
followed by Dave DeTemple and 
Schwartz. Bobby began doing what 
only the best can do — systematically 
picking off the riders in front of him 
and never letting up. It paid off. On 
the last lap Schwartz took the lead and 
the win from DeTemple who got 
second followed by Oxley and Preston. 


In event seven, Oxley made up for 
his third place earlier. Brad was match- 
ed against the best: Penhall, DeTemple 
and Shawn Moran, This didn’t bother 
Brad. His win was impressive; he just, 
plain walked on everyone, beating out 
Penhall in second place by six bike- 
lengths. Moran took third with De 
Temple fourth. 

The team main event wasn’t run 
until after the handicap main. 

The handicap events gave everyone 
a chance to see some old favorites and 
some future stars in action. The 
handicap consolation was won by one 
such rider, Tom Hughes. Riding from 
the zero-yard line, Hughes held on to 
the lead to beat out Dave Miller and 
Jim Turner. Fourth was Joe Donaldson. 











The handicap main saw a good 
looking blonde “surfer type” win. 
Bruce Penhall? No, Shane Hawley. 
Shane showed some good riding and 
managed to hold off Mike Muntean 
and Keith Larsen. Taking fourth was 
John Sandona who looked very hot 
during all his heat rides but couldn't 
pull off the win, followed by Leni Faas 
and Denny Pyeatt. Hawley will un- 
doubtedly be one of those riders that 
we will hear more of during the 
season. With a main event win tonight, 
he is off to a good start. 

The Junior Speedway main brought 
back those cute little guys on their cute 
little bikes who grow up to be those 
super fast guys on those big powerful 
bikes. These guys take their races very 
seriously and one can’t help but 
wonder which ones will grow into 
national champs.

The final event pitted the to 
scorers from each team against eac 
other. Oxley with seven points and 
King, also with seven, represented the 
home team matched against Schwartz, 
four for four with 12 points, and Pen- 
hall with eight points. It would be no 
easy task indeed. Going into this final 
event, the overseas team had 34 points 
and the home team had 32. Bobby 
wasn’t about to let his perfect evening 
end here and so it vvas unstoppable 
Schwartz who took first followed by 
Oxley, Penhall and King.

The overseas team had a one-point 
lead going into event four and then the 
roof caved in on the home team as they 
failed to win another race. Shawn 
Moran took event four with Schwartz 
continuing on his way im event five. 
King was battling for the lead in event 
six when he made contact with Kelly 
Moran and hit the turn four wall elim- 
inating himself. Moran went on to 
record the victory over Curoso and 
home team captain Alan Christian. 

Brad Oxley outdueled Penhall in 
the first two laps of event seven but 
bobbled in turn three on lap three al- 
lowing Shawn Moran to get by. Moran 
then held off Oxley to take a hard 
fought victory with Penhall ending up 
in fourth behind Fishback. 

Even nine saw Ferrell and Curoso 
collide in turn one on the first lap. 
Ferrell dropped to the back of the 
pack and then made a wild charge to 
challenge Curoso for second. Ferrell 
was able to get inside Curoso but ‘was 
unable to pull by and finished. third 





behind Kelly Moran and Curoso. After

Kelly Moran closed out the prelim- 
inaries by taking event 12 over Curoso, 
Fishback and Oxley. The score at the 
end of the preliminaries was U.S. over- 
seas team 4514, U.S. home team 2612. 


The main event brought together 
the two top point men from each team.

Reg Pridmore and Kenny 


Green came out of retirement to finish 
second ahead of lan Fillery and Steve 


Quinn. The race vvas billed as the first 
of the East/ VVest Sidecar Series, vrith 
six teams from each side of the U.S. 
and Canada. The VVest team vvas 
given the victory as they took three out 
of the top four places with the first 
East finisher the Fillery/Quinn chair. 





Eastern riders Bill Davidson and Pat 
Dunn were leading the race going into 
the last lap, and would have had a 
secure second. But in trying to retake 
the lead, they crashed hard four 
corners from the finish. Davidson was 
taken to the hospital for treatment of a 
broken right hand and lacerations. 
Dunn was reportedly not too badly 
hurt. 

Racer Pete Essaff deserves credit for 
getting the event on the LBGP slate 
with unofficially the largest purse U.S. 
three-wheelers have ever raced for. 
Travel, appearance and prize money 
totalled over $17,000. After the event 
was over, Wayne Lougee hoisted 
Essaff onto his shoulders and Essaff 
was treated to an enthusiastic ovation 
by the assembled racers. 


The sidecars took to the twisty 2.02- 
mile course carved out of Long Beach 
City streets and parking lots a stone's 
throw from the Queen Mary, on 
Friday for practice and qualifying. The 
circuit gave the teams a difficult time 
with two series of esses — turns 2-4 and 
8-11 — that had the passengers scram- 
bling wildly from one side of the vehicle 
to another. Estimated top speed down 
the fast back straightaway was 135-140 
mph. 


The fastest qualifier was the R.C. 
Engineering-sponsored, Kawasaki- 





powered chair of Davidson and Dunn. 

The sidecar race was the final event 
before the Formula One feature, and 
they played to a packed house. 

“For the first 10 laps, we kind of 
took it easy and put on a good show 
staying up with the leading group, said 
Coelman later, “When I saw the white 
flag lap, I went for it. You can’t go flat 
out from the start. This is a long race 
for us.” 

Put on a good show they did, with 
the top 5-6 rigs changing positions 
from corner to corner, lap to lap. Pete 
Essaff and Kenny Harrold led off the 
start on their Kawasaki chair, followed 
by the TZ750-propelled rigs of Coleman/ 
Bevans and Bruce Lind/Jack Hart, 
and the Kawasaki of Davidson/Dunn. 


Not with the leading group was the 
Kawasaki of Fillery/Quinn: “A bad 
clutch caused us to stall on the line 
with a live engine start. It didn’t start 
the first time we pushed it, so we had 
to push it again. We had to ride like 
crazy just to keep them in sight,” said 
Fillery, who made the trip from 
Toronto, Canada. 


As they started the second lap, 
Wayne Lougee and Sean Jackson 
(Kaw) had taken over the lead and 
were now followed by Davidson/Dunn, 
Coleman/Bevans, Essaff/Harrold and 
Lind/Hart.

Essaff/Harrold had the lead down 
the pit straight on the next lap, but 
Davidson/Dunn pivoted early in turn 
one, squaring it off to the inside and 
blasting out hard, nearly jumping off 
the Linden St. dropaway that is the 
turn one exit. They used that drive to 
slam the door on Essaff/Harrold in the 
following corner. Coleman and Bevans 
followed. 

Pridmore and Green had their prob- 
lems in the early going. That they were 
running at all was due in part to Cole- 
man and Bevans, who donated a 
needed piston. A fouled plug plagued 
them early on, but it started to clear 
and the Reg Pridmore Motorcycles- 
sponsored duo had their Rob North- 
framed TZ750 into the top four by the 
fourth lap, where they trailed Davidson/ 
Dunn, Coleman/Bevans and Lougee/ 
Jackson. 

Circulating, but well off the pace 
was the George Fisher/Mark Nowicki 
rig. “We fried a pair of points right off 
the start and ran on two cylinders the 
whole race,” explained Nowicki. Out 
of the race on the first lap was the Jim 
Hayes/Matt Campbell chair, which 
suffered a broken rear hub. 

Up front positions still changed at 
will as Essaff/Harrold led on the fifth 
lap, but on the next lap found them- 
selves in fifth as Pridmore/Green took 





the point position ahead of Lougee/ 
Jackson and Davidson/Dunn. 

On the following lap, Davidson/Dunn 
had the lead, but one lap later Essaff 
and Harrold were back up front. The 
Lind/Hart entry went out after over- 
heating problems led to a seizure of 
the number one cylinder. Lougee and 
Jackson dropped off the leading pace 
when the front end — which they'd 
had problems with most of the 
weekend — turned to full lock through 
turn 11, causing them to kiss the wall. 

Starting with lap nine, Davidson and 
Dunn set the pace out front as second 
through fourth were debated by 
Essaff/Harrold, Pridmore/Green and 
Coleman/Bevans. 

The 10th lap saw the demise of two 
teams. The Dobbs brothers, Tom and 
Dave, had been close to the leaders for 
most of the race. But they pulled off in 
the turn one run-off, smoke pouring 
from the engine. And Essaff lost the 
chance to win the race he'd set up: “I 
lost the countershaft sprocket. Do you 
believe it!” said Pete later. 

That left three teams in contention 
for a possible win. Davidson/Dunn led 
as the white flag was given, but Coleman 
and Bevans had other ideas. “In the 
first hairpin (turn 5) I got inside of 
them,” said Coleman, “and we got a 
better drive off the corner.” 





Coleman and Bevans were still lead- 
ing at the end of the long straight. 
Only five turns remained between them 
and victory. But one of those turns 
caught up to Davidson and Dunn. 
They highsided in turn nine and were 
out of the race. Davidson was taken to 
St. Mary’s hospital nearby and was re- 
ported to be in good condition with a 
broken hand and severe lacerations. 

The checkered flag waved first to 
Coleman and Bevans, and Mark threw 
up a hand in victory as the crowd gave 
them a well-deserved ovation. In a 
post-race interview the press was 
warned against using the term 
“monkey” for “passenger.” Said Bevans, 
“I consider myself as a passenger, and 
not as a monkey, because 150 mph is 
nothing to monkey around with. I act 
as movable equilibrium — not a 
monkey on a stick.” 

Some concern had been raised be- 
fore the race about the fact that the 
LBGP circuit is bordered mostly by 
bare concrete. Said Coleman in re- 
sponse to a question about that: “You're 
not supposed to race with the idea of 
going off the course.” 

Pridmore and Green finished 
second, 4.30 seconds behind the 
winners. Like the winners, they turned 
their best lap in on the final lap. 
Coleman and Bevans did a 1:57.40 to 





a 1:58.19 for Pridmore and Greene. 
That was in the 57 mph range. Most of 
the early race had been spent on a 2:02 
per lap pace, or about 56 mph. 

After their horrendous start, Fillery 
and Quinn went on to finish third, 
39.64 seconds behind the leaders. The 
Lougee/Jackson rig, despite their 
front end troubles, persevered to finish 
fourth. 

Davidson and Dunn were credited 
with a fifth place finish ahead of Fred 
Hopp and Bill Alston, who were a lap 
down but still turned in with the 
fastest lap of the day, a 1:57.32. Seventh 
went to the half a motor team of Fisher/ 
Nowicki while Paul Knoll and Tim 
Mooney finished eighth. Essaff/Harrold 
and Dobbs/Dobbs were listed ninth 
and 10th. 

Essaff is currently working on other 
venues for the East/West Sidecar Series, 
and reports considerable interest from 
other track owners. The format would 
stay the same: 12 teams, six from each 
side of the continent. ә

Poovey 
wins, 
cops big 
bucks

Texan Terry Poovey won the 
final round of the nine event 
$72,000 Harley-Davidson Dirt 
Track Series and with it the 
$10,000 top prize. Poovey trailed Gary 
Scott by 18 points coming into the race 
and could only win the series if he won 
the race and Scott didn’t qualify. In 
true storybook fashion, that's exactly 
what happened. Scott finished sixth in 
his semi, with only the top three going 
to the main. In the main Poovey, on 
the Al Lamb Honda/Shoei/Bel-Ray/ 


Babe DeMay tuned Honda CR-250 got 
the holeshot and withstood the 
pressure of Billy Labrie for the entire 
race. Labrie finished third in the 
points race. Scott took the $5,000 
second place prize. 

“I just had everything going for me 
tonight,” Poovey said. “I just have a 
lot of good help in Babe DeMay, Al 
Lamb and make sure to mention my 
brother Teddy.” 

Right off the start there was a sense 
of excitement in the air as Poovey won 
the first of 20 scratch heats. Gary Scott 
on the KK Motorcycle Supply/Jack 
Sisemore Traveland bike started third 
in the third scratch heat, but moved 
up to win. Poovey's heat was the 
fastest. 

The “Pooh Bear” came right back 
in the first of the eight elimination 
heats and took the win. Labrie took 
the second and fastest heat. In the 
fourth heat, Billy Schaeffer romped to 
the win, but Gary Scott had to pass 
people to finish fourth, thereby 
guaranteeing himself a second row 
start in the semi. 

Labrie, on the Daytona 
International Speedway/ Fletcher's H- 
D Honda won the first semi by a 
quarter of a lap over Steve Morehead 
and Greg Tysor. The second semi was 
a slam-bang affair with three different 
leaders, but when all the bumping was 
done Mickey Fay had beaten Billy 








Herndon and Tim Mertens. 


Scott had been the uncontested 
master of the holeshot all series long, 
but for the last two nights he was a bit 
off form and started last in the field 
often. Although he would move up to 
sixth, he was out for an anxious night 
of spectating. Wayne Rainey, 
Schaeffer and Steve Hall transferred to 
the main. 

_ Poovey vanished from the field in 
the fourth and fastest semi with Scott 
Drake and Bubba Shobert chasing. 

The holeshot in the final belonged 
to Poovey with Labrie second ahead of 
Morehead and Herndon. Labrie 
pressured for the entire ten laps, but 
couldn't find his way around Poovey 
and had to settle for second in the race 
and third in the points standings. 

“No I don’t have a sad taste,” 
Labrie replied to the announcer’s 
question. “I started winning the last 
couple of races. When you don't make 
the first two races it’s not too bad.” 

Labrie missed the finals of the first 
two races at Jacksonville with ignition 
troubles. He collected $2,250 for the 
third place finish, 

Finishing third in the race was Mike 
Kidd/America Honda sponsored Billy 
Herndon, Since Herndon is a junior he 
is ineligible for series points and had to 
settle for the third place prize money 
for the race. 

“My brakes went out on the first 
lap,” said Herndon. “I didn’t think 1 
was going to make it.” The rider 
Herndon passed for third was fourth 
place finisher Steve Morehead. 
Morehead finished fifth in the final 
point tally. 

“I made eight out of nine main 
events,” the KK Motorcycle Supply/ 
Cyclear Fairing/ Diamond Bill/D”s 
Leathers sponsored “Findlay Flash” 
said. “I’m not that good of a TT rider 
so. I'll take that.” But the night 
belonged to Poovey who shared some 
plans vvith the sell-out crovvd. 

“I’m going to call my wife. She'll be 
real happy,” Poovey said.” I'm going 
to get me a house now.” 

Poovey admitted he didn’t think he 
had a chance of winning the top prize 
after the Thursday night TT which 
put Scott 26 points ahead. But Scott 
didn’t score a single point the final two 
nights and the victory went to Poovey. 

When did Poovey think he had the 
race and series in the bag? 

“I never did,” said Poovey. .

the first night of short track 
racing as his brother, Gary, watched 
from the sidelines.

and factory Suzuki rider Ronnie 
Jones. 

Scott inched closer to the $10,000 
top prize in the H-D Dirt Track Series 
as Billy Labrie, second in the 
standings before the race, failed to 
make the main and third place Terry 
Poovey had bike problems on the line 
and only picked up three points. 

“We've got a cushion now,” Scott 
said of his 24 point lead over Labrie 
with just two short tracks left. “We're 
still going to race to win.” 

All four Japanese manufacturers 
were represented in the 17 scratch 
heats with Fay’s Honda the fastest. He 
came back in the heat races to take the 
first and fastest with six of the eight 
heat race winners Honda mounted. 

The riders requested a change in the 
format allowing 12 men to make the 
final, although only ten would be paid 
money and the final two just points. 

Fay took the first semi and took Tim 
Mertens and Poovey into the final with 
him. Fellow Washingtonian Butch 
Brown took the second semi ahead of 
Ronnie Jones and Garth Brow. 

In the third semi Labrie, who had a 
second row start, started sixth and 
although he passed two riders finished 
fourth and was out of the main. 

“I got by the guys in front of me, but 
they were going so slow that I couldn't 
catch up to the leaders,” said Labrie. 

The leader in the third semi was 
Gary Scott with Steve Morehead 
second and Bubba Shobert third. 
Wayne Rainey took the factory 
Kawasaki KX 420 to the fourth semi 
win ahead of Steve Mendenhall and 
Tim Palone. 

Tim Mertens got the holeshot, but it 
was only a matter of time before Fay 
would get the lead. Mertens couldn't 
hold Fay off and he sped on to a flashy 
win. 

“About the same,” was how Fay 
described the race. 

Last night’s second place finisher, 
Butch Brown, fell in the second turn 
and presented no problems to Fay. 

“Нә the only one that I expected 
any trouble from,” Fay said. 

The battle for second was not so cut- 
and-dry. Mertens held second until he 
fell in the infield horseshoe. Scott got 
by as did most of the field including 
Morehead, who was in fourth. 
Morehead, however, soon fell victim to 
the infield entrance which had 
claimed so many others. 

“It was really slick out there,” third 
place finisher Jones said. “The main 
problem was traction. You could pass 
because there were so many different 
lines, but it’s so bumpy out there.” 

Jones’ factory Suzuki had the help of 
Sparky Edmonston in the pits, but they 
were short on preparation time. 

“If we'd have made the main last 
night, we might have won it tonight,” 
said Edmonston. 

Scott was ecstatic after his second 
place finish put him closer to the title. 

“I actually moved up tonight. We 
didn’t get a good start (fourth), but we 
were able to pass people,” he said. 

But it was Еау night and he gave 
the sell-out crowd a good show and an 
excellent display of riding ability. 

“The wheelieing is part of the show. 
If I didn't have a comfortable lead 1 
wouldn’t do it. 1 looked back once 
every four laps,” Fay said. 

With the 40 points that he has 
picked up in the last two nights Fay 
has moved from tenth to fourth in the 
points. ə

Fay has 
day in 
Memorial 
Stadium

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 4 
Honda supported Mickey Fay 
won the inaugural night of TT 
racing in Memorial Stadium in 
Round 6 of the $72,000 Harley- 
Davidson Dirt Track Series. Fay swept 
to the fast heat and semi wins and 
passed third place finisher and still 
series points leader Gary Scott on the 
fourth lap to win. Butch Brown of 
Washington also passed Scott to take 
second. 

Scott increased his series point lead 
as he gained two points on Billy 
Labrie, who after a traumatic night 
finished fourth. 

The track had a 15 inch limestone 
base and was laid out, like Houston, 
by dirt track designer Harold Murrell. 

After winning the second feature of 
the Busch Half-Mile on Sunday Fay 
made a bold prediction. 

“I want to let Terry Poovey and all 
those guys know that I'm going to win 
the TT”s and short tracks. I'm really 
confident and I know I'm going to do 
it. 

Fay started off proving himself right 
by winning the 17th and fastest of the 
20 scratch heats for the 119 riders. 

Labrie almost didn’t make it past 
the scratch heats as he stalled in the 
first turn coming back into the infield 
and had to bump start to finish third 
and claim a transfer. 

Fay came back in the first of eight 
heat races and took on Gary Scott and 
beat him once again for the fast time. 

Labrie ran literally into trouble as 
he crashed hard in the first turn and 
laid on the track holding his back. He 
made the re-start, but wasn’t really 
racing as he finished fifth with the 
final transfer to the semis. 

“I fell hard. I’m still sore,” Labrie 
said later. 

No surprises in the semis as the first 
and fastest went to Mickey Fay. Once 
again he topped Gary Scott. Steve 
Morehead took the second semi. 

Labrie started the third semi in 
fifth, but watched as three of the 
riders in front of him fell. He passed 
and took the win. 

The main event had eight National 
numbers and two rookie experts. All 
but the Kawasaki KX 420 of Wayne 
Rainey were four-stroke. 

The holeshot belonged to the KK 
Motorcycle Supply/Jack Sisemore 
Traveland Honda of Gary Scott. Fay 
came off the line second with Labrie 
and Brown just behind. 

Most of the passing--and crashing-- 
took place in the entrance to the 
infield. horseshoe and jumps, just 
inside of turn three of the short track 
course. Fay knew this well and got by 
Gary Scott there and then soared over 
the seven foot jump and into the 
infield horseshoe. 

Next past Scott was the Carl 
Bloomfelt Racing/Jim Metzler 
Performance Products/Team Cod 
Honda of Brown. Brown and Scott 
were racing pretty evenly, but Brown 
got past just before the small 18 inch 
high second jump before the final turn 
where riders headed back onto the 
front straight. Brown finished second. 

“Yeah, I really liked it. It’s like 
Houston,” Brown said. 
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Terry Poovey (18) and Billy Labrie (10) got to test each other's talents. Both 
Poovey and Labrie had problems in round five.

Daytona 
Busch HM 
to Labrie

BARBERVILLE, FL, MAR, 1 
Florida’s own Billy Labrie 
moved into second place in the 
point standings of the H-D Dirt 
Track Series by winning the 
Daytona Busch Half-Mile at Volusia 
County Speedway. Labrie, who after a 
slow start finished 1-1-2 in the last 
three races, started off fourth, but 
quickly moved up and passed eventual 
third place finisher and points leader 
Gary Scott. Steve Morehead made an 
exciting fourth corner final lap pass of 
Scott to take second. 

Although there have been repeat 
winners in both the Novice and Expert 
classes, no one has won a Junior main 
twice and the new winner today was 
Mickey Cole of Colonial Heights, 
Virginia. Cole was one better than 
Friday night’s winner here, Randy 
Texter. 

Will. Davis of Goldsboro, North 
Carolina, took the Novice win on his 
Ed Davidson/Avery Davis/Kawasaki 
of Wilson/Sure-Fire Kawasaki. 

Only Novices from a handful of 
southern states were allowed to race 
here. Residents of two Florida cities, 
Jeff Joiner of Brooksville and William 
Pertz of Riverview, took the semi wins. 

With the flash of the green light 
Andy Richardson of Paris, Tennessee, 
headed for the wide, dark groove with 
“Wild” Will Davis and Joiner just 
behind. Richardson led until the 
eighth lap when a slip let Joiner by and 
just a lap later Davis was by 
Richardson, and Joiner too. Davis 
wanted to build a lead, but Joiner 
wasn’t giving up and kept the heat on. 

“I didn’t really know he was back 
there until I hit that rut,” Davis said. 

Joiner finished a close second and 
Richardson third after a day of close, 
safe racing among these first-year 
pros. 

The only restrictions in the Junior 
class were the mandatory restrictors on 
their 750cc machines. 

Greg Tysor took the first semi and 





Randy Texter took the other one. 
Mickey Cole, who looked to do 
better than his third place semi finish, 
started fast in the final with Tysor and 
Ken Houston close behind. Although 
Tysor and Houston closed to within 
striking distance of Cole late in the 
race, he was not to be denied and 
didn’t look back as he won the race. 


If he had looked back he would have 
seen a last lap turn three crash which 
took both Tysor and Houston out of 
the race. Tysor held second going into 
turn three, but his spill put Randy 
Texter into the second spot with Ervin 
Smith inheriting third. As Cole 
thanked his sponsors, Industrial 
Insulation, Johnny Goad and “Mom 
and Dad,” he admitted that he knew 
the pressure was on. 

“Yeah, I knew he was back there. I 
saw his shadow right under me and 
just held on,” he said. “I'm just happy 
I ended up in front.” 

Second place Texter had the best 
view of anyone of the last lap crash. 

“I saw it happening in front of me 
and I knew I had second place,” the 
Lancaster H-D/H-D Motor Co. /Ray 
Texter sponsored rider said. 

Today's Expert program was 
designed to pay all 36 of the racers 
who qualified for the program. The 
top three in the four heats went on to 
the feature race. The next three went 
to a second feature, which paid less, 
and the final three to a third and 
lowest paying feature. 

Harley factory rider Randy Goss was 
the fast qualifier and also won the first 
heat. Fridays winner here, Scott 
Drake took the second heat. The third 
and fastest went to Billy Labrie and 
Steve Morehead took the final heat. 

Feature #3 was run first with Mickey 
Fay taking his first win of any kind in 
the series. Next up was Feature #2 
which Rickey Campbell won. 

Only Feature #1 paid any series 
points and the points leader Gary Scott 
continued a string of brisk holeshots by 
jumping ahead of two fellow Ohioans, 
Drake and Morehead. 

In fourth, but on the move, was 
Labrie and on the fourth lap he moved 
ahead of Scott and into the lead. 

Morehead temporarily dropped 
back to fourth, but coming out of the 
final turn went around Scott to take a 
dramatic second, flailing his legs as he 
crossed the line. 

“It was close, but it wasn’t that 
close,” Morehead said, “I just got 
crazy.” 

“On the last lap I got a little bit 
lazy,” Scott said. “Steve's an excellent 
racer and sometimes I beat him, some 
times he beats me. I sure would like to 
pick up that $10,000 top prize.” 

Labrie’s win tied him with Terry 
Poovey, who finished sixth, with 59 
points to Scott 65 with four races left. 

“None of these guys get any easier to 
beat. I’m just glad to be able to race 
with them,” Labrie said. ə

Stadium Trials 


Stites

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 4 
Jack Stites, fifth ranked trials 
rider in the U.S., led a top 
notch field to the finish in the 
inaugural Daytona Stadium 
Trials. Stites, riding for SWM USA, 
put together consistent rides to easily 
outdistance fellow SWM rider Bob 
Hopkins by 23 points in the American 
Observed Trials Sidecar Association 
sponsored event. Third went to Wayne 
Galvin, Bultaco rider Galvin was just 
two points shy of Hopkins’ 128.4 and 
less than a point ahead of another 
Bultaco rider, Randy Herndon. 

These ten sections were ridden three 
times. Going into the final loop Stites 
had a fairly comfortable 12 point 
advantage while only 13 points 
separated the next four riders. 

Stites put in his best ride of the day 
which was also the best of the event -- 
until Galvin took to the course. Galvin 
was now in second, but not for long. 
Hopkins, the last rider, didn't have a 
spectacular ride, but it was good 
enough to drop Galvin down to third 
and push Herndon to fourth. 








For the machinery freaks there was 
plenty to look at including Ron 
Сотатпов Fantic 200, an Italian 
creation of which there is only one in 
the country. 

“We'll be back next year,” said Curt 
Comer, “and hopefully we'll have the 
event in front of the grandstands.” 
Comer s ride ended when his engine 
sucked in water on the second loop. 

Stadium trials began in Europe 
where someone took a look at 
American Supercross and saw trials in 
the same format -- artificial terrain for 
the riders and comfortable viewing for 
the spectators. 

The diabolical ten trap course laid 
out by the AOTSA and Florida Trials 
Association members was located in 
the Speedway infield near the lake and 
taxed the skills of all -- to the delight of 
those watching. Included in the 
sections were a car, a huge pile of tires, 
oil drums, railroad ties and a very 
large steel ball. 

“I thoroughly enjoyed the event,” 
said Stites. “The best part was I didn't 
fall once.” - 

While Stites was keeping it on two 
wheels, everyone else was crashing at 
least once. 

“I hope this shows the spectators 
what the sport of trials is all about,” 
said Brock Sattelmeier. “This type of 
course lets the spectators see all the 
sections without having to move 
around and lets the riders showcase 
their skill.” Sattelmeier injured his 
shoulder in a fall and withdrew from 
the final loop. .

| “California, one and two,” yelled 
the “Simi Flash,” Pete Hames, 
after he topped fellow 
Californian David Rosa on the 
first night of short track racing at 
Memorial Stadium. Hames, who 
has won all three main events that he 
has made while in Florida, grabbed 
the holeshot on his Bill's Pipes/ Corona 
Raceway sponsored, Jack Dannenberg 
tuned Kawasaki and pulled steadily 
away from Rosa and third place man 
Kurt Hanford of Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida. : 

The program got under way with a 
familiar face winning the first of eight 
heats. Hames, of Simi Valley, 
California, took the first heat, which 
looked like it might be the fastest, ` 
until the final heat which Tim 
Houghton won on a Yamaha. 

Houghton came right back to take 
the first semi and a direct transfer to 
the main. William Pertz took the 
second semi, Kurt Hanford the third, 
and the fourth and fastest was won by 
Hames. 

On the narrow groove Memorial 
Stadium track the start’s the thing and 
nobody knew it better than Hames. 
Hames went out to the front in his now 
familiar fashion and just pulled away 
from the pack. 

Behind Hames, David Rosa was 
holding the Don” Plumbing of 
Concord, California/ LC Racing 
sponsored, Harry Lillie tuned Yamaha 
barely ahead of Kurt Hanford on the 
Phil Petersons H-D/ND sponsored, 
Jeff Clawson prepared bike. 

“It's pretty tough, but it’s slick on 
the inside,” Rosa said. “But it’s a fun 
track. It’s the best one I’ve ridden since 
I ve been here.” 

Hames concurred. “Its fun, it’s a 
blast. That's the first time I rode 
against him,” Hames said of his fellow 
Californian. 

Hames would have to face the 
Juniors the next night and what did he 
think his chances were? 

“I’m going to win it,” the confident 


younger rider said, but added that he 
wouldn't want to ride the newly 
designed TT track on the Memorial 
Stadium infield. 

“That jump’s too big for me.”

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 3 
Billy Herndon, the top Novice 
in the country last year, beat 
three Novices and six other 
Juniors in winning the 
Novice/Junior event on the second 
night of racing at Memorial Stadium. 
Although Herndon didn’t win his 
heat, he came back to take the fast 
semi win and was never challenged in 
the main. He thanked sponsors 
American Honda and Mike Kidd,and 
Jerry Griffith who built his winning 
Honda. Greg Tysor, who won here as a 
Novice two years ago, took second and 
“Wild” Will Davis third. 

Mickey Cole got the night's racing 
started by taking the first heat win on 
a Yamaha. The fastest of the eight 
heats went to Ervin Smith on an Ossa 
in the sixth heat with Mark 
Mannschreck wrapping up the heats 
by taking the eighth one. 

Only the top two riders were 
guaranteed transfers to the main from 
the semis. A third rider from the two 
fastest heats would go also, but Billy 
Herndon didn’t want to take any ler for 
chances as he sped to what turned out - : ајег To 
to be the miri ome, Rodney Sullivan See your Hi-Point eens: 
went with him and Scott Pouderdous all your competi ı 
was happy to tag along. 

Kurt Hanford, a third place finisher 
from “Novice only” night took the 
second heat, Greg Tysor the third and 
novice David Mueller the final semi. 

Since the narrow Memorial Stadium 
groove makes it difficult to pass, the 
only sure way to win is to get out front 
and stay there and that’s exactly what 
Herndon did. 

“I looked back a couple of times 
coming out of turn four, but as long as 
I got out in front I knew I'd win,” he 
said. 

Junior Greg Tysor had his hands full 
trying to fend off the advances of the 
Kawasaki of Wilson/Live Wire 
Electric/Sure-Fire Kawasaki of Davis, 
but held onto the place position. 

“It was a skinny groove and follow 
the leader,” Tysor said. “If any one of 
us three had gotten off the line first 
we'd have won it.” As he pulled into 
the winner's circle after the race the 
Don Hatley/Youngs H-D of 
Greensboro sponsored-rider asked, 
“Where're the Sure-Fire girls?” 

This was Herndon’s second win as a 
Junior and his first of the Florida 
series. His first win came in the 
Houston Junior Invitational races at

Graeme Crosby is considered rightly to be one 
of if not the best four-stroke road racer in the 
world. But can the New Zealander repeat his 
success in the Grand Prix world? 


“Of course I can. There’s not 
much difference. A motorcycle 
is a motorcycle; two-stroke or 
four-stroke. It’s just a question 
of getting used to them,” says Graeme. 

“Last seasons 500cc World 
Championship Series is the perfect 
example. I started the season thinking 
I was going to have trouble even 
qualifying, and ended the year with a 
second place at the West German 
GP,” added Graeme. “If I can start 
next year, where I left off this season, 
what’s to stop me.” 

Graeme rejects the suggestion that 
his GP performances would have been 
better if he had abandoned his four- 
stroke racing. 

“My rate of progress would have still 
been the same with the RG500. I'd 





never done any GPs before, so I was 
susceptible to all those dodgey little 
things that put every rider off in the 
World Championships, like new 
circuits, mew bikes, new mechanics, 
new competition, new system, and 
even a new life,” explained Graeme. 

“At four-stroke meetings, even if the 
circuit was new to me like Daytona, I 
had plenty of practice and there were 
no real dramas. 

“At GPs you have just two hours 
practice. In that time you have to 
learn the circuit, set the bike up, and 
qualify on the front row. And in my 
case, because I'd never even ridden a 
500 before, I had umpteen other little 
things to worry about” said Graeme. 

“Gearing particularly was a 
problem. Г4 had no experienced with 
the Suzuki, so it just didn’t know what 








alternative gearing I would have. 

Anyone who attended the early 
season GPs knows that even before the 
500cc race began the Kiwi was in 
trouble setting up the bike. There 
were disagreements between Croz and 
the Japanese technicians. 

“The problem was basically I didn’t 
know what I wanted, and the bikes to 
me always felt too soft, and I couldn't 
get enough feel through the frame,” 
explained Graeme. 

“That’s not to say that the four- 
stroke is easier to ride. The 500 is more 
refined and more delicate as far as 
steering goes, and all that sort of 
stuff, 

“The only real difference between 
the two bikes I ride is the weight and 
the power characteristics. |The 
problem in adapting was that my ideas 
of setting up a bike were way different 
to the majority of other people. That 
didn't exactly make me wrong, but it 
did make me unconventional,” said 
Graeme. 

“I like hard suspension, but the 
Japanese factories usually go for a very 
good safety margin in their suspension 
settings. They find out where 
maximum load on a tire is, and then 
calculate out how’ much suspension 
movement you should have, with the 


` rider sitting on it --. with the suspension 


taken up. 

“Generally that runs to a fairly soft 
machine, but I'm not used to running 
soft machines, so for the first three of 
four Grands Prix, while trying to sort 
out that, and cope with all the 
other new things it was difficult to 
make good results,” said Graeme. 

For every rider, confidence is the 
key note and Croz suffered a lack of it 
in those early season races.

“The main problem was getting 
confidence. Having people say to me, 
great, that was a good ride, or good 
stuff, was important. But at the start 
of the year there weren't two people in 
the team, there was one and a half, 
and I was the half trying to struggle 
along,” admits Graeme. 

Suddenly, at the French Grand Prix 
at the Paul Ricard circuit in France at 
the end of May Graeme began to look 
at his results even more critically. 

“Td finished fifth in the race there, 
with works bikes all ahead of me. 1 
thought to myself there's got to be 
something wrong. I'd got the best 
bike, so I've got to do something. It 
just started to fall into place there” 
said Graeme. 

“Purely because I'd got my 
confidence back, and other people 
showed a lot more confidence in me.” 


Boosted with his superb. victory at 
Daytona, when he came from the back 
of the grid to win the Bell Helmets 
Superbike 100, Graeme fell into the 
trap of believing that Grand Prix 
racing was going to be easier than it 
turned out to be. 

“I made it worse on myself by 
having bad grid positions in those 
early races. That was the biggest lesson 
I learned, that it is essential to be on 
the first two rows of the grid, and with 
the front runners at the first corner. 


“If you can do that, you can break 
away from that bunch of top line 
privateers like Philippe Coulon. If you 
get mixed up with them you can't do 
anything. These are the men who are 
going hard on good production bikes. 
If you get stuck with them, even on a 
works bike its bloody near impossible 
to.break away from them.

“The works bikes are faster, but not 
a lot faster, and these guys are trying 
so hard to break through. The factory 
bikes come out of corners a bit faster, 
and that’s probably worth about a 
second a lap at most places, but that’s 
about all. So a good start is absolutely 
essential if you want to make a good 
result” said Graeme. 

In the season’s four-stroke races, 
though, Croz has not had those 
problems. 

“Daytona was good, in fact it was 
brilliant being the first race of the 
season. I had something to prove, of 
course, coming into the Suzuki team. 
The row I had with the AMA after the 
qualifying heat didn’t make me a 
better rider in the final, but it certainly 
made me more aggressive,” said 
Graeme. 

“I like going into a race in an 
aggressive m I can make myself 
have an aggressive attitude if 1 want 
to. Its just a question of thinking 
about it. I don't have to beat up 
Brenda, for example.” 

Croz was certainly a little bit bitter 
and twisted after the controversial 
“over size” tank incident with Mick 
Grant's Formula One winning Honda 
in this year s Isle of Man TT. But that 
is not the sort of aggression he is 
looking for. 

“The motivation Honda gave us at 
the TT was uncalled for. A row at 
Daytona was OK but at the Island 
that’s too much, even though it turned 
the whole Suzuki team into. an even 
more united force.” 

Graeme still feels annoyed about the 
TT saga. 

“Not so much with Mick, but with 
Honda. For the past couple of seasons 
their attitude has always seemed to be 
that they will do anything and 
everything to win. Even luring away 
mechanics with exorbitant amounts of 
money, and that sort of thing. Just 
buying riders, and generally 
eliminating the competition instead of 
beating it. 

“1 think you will find that Wes 
Cooley and 1 have the same feelings on 
the subject.” 

Croz teamed up with Wes in this 
year's endurance race at Suzuka in 
Japan. It was a victory that pleased 
Graeme for three reasons. 

“To win for Suzuki in a major race 
in Japan was good. It was good second, 
because it gave the opportunity for me 
and Wes to have some time together, 
and I have the greatest respect and 
admiration for Wes both off and on 
the track. And third because I just like 
Japan,” said Graeme. 

A season of Grand Prix racing has 
taught Graeme Crosby a great deal, 
but its only part of what he has 
learned in his two season career in 
Europe. 

His views on genuine road circuits 
have changed, for example. 

“When İ arrived in Europe in 1979 I 
had something to prove. I took every 
circuit as I found it, and got on with 
the job without: thinking too much 
about things like safety. This year 1 
was obliged to do races on those same 
circuits for the factory. But you begin 
to look around and go to the TT and 
the Ulster Grand Prix and say to 
yourself, oh, oh, be careful,” said 
Graeme. 

“The other change in me is that I 
think I've become a lot more 
professional. It's expected of a factory 
rider. You can’t just sort of slack 
around.” 

The New Zealander wore a T-shirt 
at a recent race in Australia that 
proclaimed, “The British might have 
culture, but Kiwis have polish.” And 
while that shirts message bore 
reference to a shoe polish, those of us 
who witnessed Graeme Crosby's charge 
in last year’s Daytona Superbike race 
know of one Kiwi who certainly LS 
have polish.

Trail riding east of Swauk Pass 


By James LeBear 


May 18, 1980 is a day that dirt bikers in the 
state of Washington won’t soon forget. On 
that morning Mt. St. Helens, in a shattering 
volcanic erruption, covered some of the finest 


riding in the Northwest with 
eight inches of gritty volcanic 
ash. Ninety miles to the north- 
'east, the town of Ellensburg was 
in total darkness at high noon. 

As luck would have it, we were trail 
riding 20 miles west of town and just 
outside the heavy ash cloud. With the 
(hopefully) temporary loss of the 
beautiful trails in Gifford Pinchot 
National Forest, we've had to look 
elsewhere for places to ride. 
Fortunately we have found some good 
ones. 

Although there are several locations 


du the Central Cascades with good 


trails, most riding takes place in the 
Taneum and Little Naches areas. Few 
riders are aware of the excellent trail 
system east of Swauk Pass. The riding 
here is interesting, but not impossible 
for the average rider. For those who 
like mountain scenery, there is plenty 
of it. At Mission Peak one can see both 
the snow-covered Mt. Stuart to the 
West and the Columbia River in the 
eastern Washington desert. 


It isn’t too hard to put together an 
80-mile trail ride, 80% on forest trails 
and the rest on dirt roads. Riding will 
continue to improve with time as 
Wenatchee National Forest continues 
to build trails with state ORV Funds. 





How to get there 


Take State Highway 97 out of Cle 
Elum and drive to the top of Swauk 
Pass. At the top of the pass turn right 
on Forest Road #2107, go four miles 
and turn left on Road #2100. (The 
next couple of miles are steep narrow 
mountain road. Better check it out 
before attempting the climb with a 
motor home.) The top is another 1.7 
miles where Road #2008 approaches 
from the right; stay on Road #2100 for 
another 0.6 mile. On the left side of 
the road there is a good spot to camp 
and also our starting point. 

We set our speedometers on zero 
and started down the road. At MP 
(mile point) 0.5 the faint trail to the 
left (uphill) is hard to find, but we 
managed to spot some ancient blazes. 
A short steep pitch took us to the ridge 
top, 6,000 feet above sea level. One 
has to keep a sharp eye here because 
the old trail has actually grown dim 
from lack of use. 

At two miles out, the trail got a bit 
rocky, nothing serious, just a few 














softball-sized marbles. Fifty feet to the 
left is a sweeping view of Swauk Creek 
Canyon. The Swauk is gold mining 
country, country that to practiced 
hands still yields up grains of the 
yellow metal. Histroy buffs may want 
to take time to visit the old towns of 
Liberty and Blewett. 


At MP 2.6 we intersect Road #2100, 
go left 0.1 miles then go left again on 
Tronson Meadow Trail #1205. We 
stayed on the two track trail and 
climbed an open ridge with picturesque 
rock formations and a breathtaking 
view of the Stuart Range. Take time to 
stop and enjoy! Carry a camera and 
you won't regret it. 

MP 4.4 marks the junction with 
Tiptop — Mt. Lillian Trail. We 
turned left on to a handlebar-wide 
mountain trail for some serious riding. 

The blue and white triangular sign 
said: “Your Washington ORV funds at 
work.” Happily we found plenty of 
“evidence to support that statement. The 
next 12 miles are a pure pleasure to 
ride — even if it was all downhill. 
Wenatchee National Forest is making 
an outstanding effort to see that trail- 
bike riders have a decent opportunity 
to enjoy outdoor recreation. They 
made a few mistakes all right — like 
two new switchbacks that made us 
think they were built for Bernie 
Schreiber. My guess is that it won't 
take them long to find out what mere 
mortals can negotiate feet up. Point is 
that it’s damned refreshing to find 
government people with the 
professional competence to give dirt 
bikers the same consideration other 
recreationists get. Nuff saidl 

We followed a rocky ridge covered 
with Tammarack and Douglas Fir, 
then dropped off on to a very rocky 
open hillside. In some places the 
original trail was blasted out of solid 
rock. Even so, the new surface is easy 
riding. Twenty or so miles to the north- 
west, patches of snow still remain on 
the higher peaks of the Stuart Range, 
a grim reminder of the coming winter. 
A time Northwesterners can either slog 
through the rain or throw another log 
on the andirons and kick back in an 
easy chair with a copy of Cycle News. 

Two thousand vertical feet below, 
cars on Highway 97 looked like ants. 
At MP 7.9 we intersect the old sandhill 
sheep driveway and hang a sharp right 
on Trail #1223. After winding through 
ponderosa pines along the ridge top we 
drop off on the northside and for the 
next couple of miles switch back 
through golden tammarack. Downhill 
switchbacks can get to be tiring, but 
these really feel like they were built for 
dirtbikers. 

At Red Hill we nearly ran into a 
herd of squirrels...on foo-foo bikes. 
Three in all, one in a helmet, none 
with gloves, and two in tennis shoes. 
Don't know how they got this far and it 
didn’t seem wise to stick around and 
find out how they plan to get down. 
Oh well, everyone has to learn some- 
time. 

At MP 13.0 we bear right and follow 
an old skid road. At MP 13.6 cross a 
logging road and continue. At MP 
15.9 in the bottom of the canyon, the 
trail intersects Road #2205. According 
to the map we have lost 4,000 feet of 
elevation in the İst 11 miles. 

One thing to remember about 
Forest Service Roads in the state of 
Washington — they are classed as 
“public roads” and your scooter has to 
be more or less “street legal,” i.e., 
headlight, tail light, mirror, license 
plate, etc. 

At MP 17.7 we turned right on Rd. 
#2204 and at MP 20.5 Mission Cr. 
Trail #1220 bears to the right. At MP 
20.6 its a choice between Mission 
Ridge Trail on the left or Mission 
Creek Trail on the right. We pick the 
creek. The next seven miles are “perch- 
ed” on a steep sidehill, often narrow with. ig 





























































a series of blind corners. Best to cool it 
on the corners, because there is two- 


way traffic and in places it's a 40 foot 
drop to the bottom. MP 27.7 is the last 
crossing of Mission Creek. We stopped 


to drink the cold, clean water and fill 


our canteens. From here the trail gets 
steeper and climbs through an open 
pine forest with really super 


switchbacks. It’s beautiful up here in 
the fall. Leaves are red and gold, the 
temperature perfect and when we 
speed up the wonderful pungent smell 
of autumn rushes at us...something no 
mere foot traveler can ever appreciate! 
Sometimes spring and fall almost 
make winter worthwhile: 

MP 29.8 is the junction with the 
south end of Mission Ridge Trail 
#1201. Here we found the Forest 
Service signs shot full of holes by 
hunters (and they claim bikers impact 
elk — crap). Keep to the right and go 
straight ahead. The trail forks again at 

' МР 29.9 and we keep to the left this 
time. 

At MP 32.7, Liberty-Beehive Road 
#2100, go right and at MP 35.4 there 
is an opportunity for a side trip to 
6,878 ft. Mission Peak. It’s under three 
miles and well worth the time. We pass 
and take a left on Howard Cr. trail 
#1373. Here we found the remains of 
an ancient cabin. The trail has grown 
dim, so watch close and bear left at 
this junction. The Swauk is gold 
mining country and old cabin remains 
are not uncommon. Best to leave em 
be; it's a nice touch of history. 

At MP 42.9 you ve got to make a 
sharp right in the long meadovr.

Ask anybody who knows the difference between a clean and a balk to name the most successful 
figure their sport has ever know and, odds are, the answer will be Sammy Miller. He dominated 
an entire decade and more as both a rider and bike developer. His skills as a developer spear- 
headed the switch from four-stroke to two-stroke machinery in the late 60s. He also pioneered 


most of the basic chassis concepts still 
used by the sport today. 

Born in the troubled city of Belfast 
in Northern Ireland, Miller cleaned 
up in British trials in an era when 
British trials was bigger and better 
than the European trials that evolved 


into the world championship series. 
He won the British championship for 
11 straight years, from 1959 through 
1969. It was during this decade, the 
60s, that Europe began to take up the 
British sport. Miller won the world 
(then referred to as European) cham- 


pionship in 1968 and 1970. That last 
title came at the age of 37. Since Miller, 
every world champion has been in his 
early or mid-20s. 

The name Miller is probably most 
associated with the Bultaco factory. 
Joining the Spanish firm late in 1964, 


he participated in a 12-day develop- 
ment session that produced the 244cc 
Sherpa which would soon, as they say, 
revolutionize the sport. 

Part of Miller’s early success had 
come from his ability to continually trim 
as well as redesign his four-stroke Ariels. 





Aboard the 210-pound Bultaco, Miller 
was able to adopt new riding techniques 
previously unworkable on the cumber- 
some thumpers. 

But Sammy Miller was not just a 
trials specialist. A factory road racer 
for NSU, he finished as high as third 
on the world championship chase. He 
won six ISDT gold medals. The Scott 
Time Trial, a unique event combining 
trials sections with cross-country rac- 
ing, was his a record seven times. And 
he still holds a share for most career 
wins in the Scottish Six Days — five. 

Now basing in southern England 
with his own shop and development 
business, Miller still competes on the 
local level at age 47. His career victory 
log shows over 900 wins. To put that 
figure in perspective, its the equivalent 
of one win every single weekend for 18 
years. 

Miller has written two instructional 
books, Sammy Miller on Trials and 
Clean to the Finish. There’s also a 
biography, The Will To Win.

No, I've already forgotten about that. 
It's up to 939, but I don’t ride so much 
now. Even if you do three events a 
week and win one of these, you're still 
talking about close to two years to do 
that. I used to ride twice every week. I 
still do time trials occasionally. 
Did your road racing background tie 
in with trials? 
Oh, yes. I think any form of the sport 
helps other forms. 1 think motocross is 
more spectacular, but its all judgement 
and coordination and throttle control, 
no matter which one you're doing. 
When was your last visit to the states? 
1972 for El Trial de Espana. 
Do you remember the little kids from 
then, Whaley and Schreiber? 
Yes. They were young then and they 
still are young now. It didn’t quite 
work out with Marland over here. It’s 
a pity. 
He had money problems and had to 
go home earlier this year (1980). 
The whole trials scene...1 think 
Bultaco is a perfect example of this... 
it’s all getting top heavy. I saw it years 
ago when BSA had 20 odd riders in the 
competition department and then they 
chopped back to one rider. I’ve seen it 
with Ariel, Triumph. The whole thing 
gets out of proportion to the returns. 
Really, the best set-up ever was for 
Bultaco when they employed me. I did 
the development work, I did my own 
bikes and wen the British and world 
championships for them. One rider, 
and they didn’t have to send backup 
crew or anything. I did the lot. 
Did you forsee the decline of British 
dominance that’s taken place the last 
few years? 
Yes, I did. When somebody like 
Bernie leaves home and comes across 







































to Europe — I think that means he’s 
really put his life into it. 

Do you think Britain will regain 
their former top spot? 

We have the 1979 world champion in 
motocross with Graham Noyce and the 
"79 number two in Hudson in the 250 
class and that’s really it. Look at the 
Trans-Atlantic road race series where 
the United States blew us in the weeds 
with a far stronger team. That worries 
me a bit, the strength of America. 
Trials has always been an English 
dominated sport. 

I think that the effort that the con- 
tinental riders are putting into it now 
is far greater than what the UK riders 
are putting in at present. 

The trials are changing, going con- 
tinental, with turning or trick sec- 
tions while Britain still embraces the 
straight on sections. 

Yes, I think we shouldn't. Like what 
Bernie does, plays around off walls, 
back wheel, front wheel. It’s all riding 
a bike, you know, and if I was in world 
championships I'd be out to beat him 
at that sort of stuff. It’s all control of 
the machine. Whatever you're doing 
on a bike, it helps. I know the British 
runners sort of stay clear of this indoor 
stuff, as they say, trick stuff, but it’s all 
trials riding. When I was in full com- 
petition it didn’t bother me what the 
section was, as long as it was difficult. 
The more difficult the section was for 
me, the better, because I could clean it 
and the rest could fall off. I was more 
worried about the easy sections. You 
lose interest in them and lose points 
because you don’t concentrate. 

That seems to be Bernie’s problem in 
our nationals. Does it surprise you 
that he did not beat Whaley at home 









in the Nationals? 
Yes, certainly, it’s just unbelievable. 
But Marland rides well, too. 

Bernie was very lucky to be 
associated with Comerfords (the British 
Bultaco importer). They're a very 
stabling influence. If I was put in the 
position to sort of look after Marland 
I'm sure that the both of them could 
get nearly the same results. For any 
sport, be it baseball or soccer or moto- 
cross or swimming, it's not enough just 
being . You have to bé good men- 
tally, have good organization. For a 
motor sport you have to have the me- 
chanical ability to set the thing up and 
understand what's going on under 
you. You have to know exactly what's 
going wrong, exactly what to do. You 
have to be good under adverse condi- 
tions. Many young riders think that as 
long as they can ride a bike, they're 
there. That’s only one portion of be- 
coming a world champion. 


Does Bernie have the potential to 
dominate the sport as long as you 
did? Eleven straight years as British 
champion, 
It’s very difficult. It’s a mental thing. 
Like I still enjoy riding. It keeps me 
fit. I enjoy practicing. I don’t practice 
as much as I used to with the pressures 
of business and everything, but I’m 
fortunate to have a practice area near 
the shop. 
How much of you success do you feel 
grew out of your technical skills? 
I always had the best bike in the trial. 
You always went in knowing that. 
The other riders were always brain 
picking me for my ideas. High boy 
frames, the bottom chopped off. Every 
bike in trials today has virtually the 
same head geometry as my old Ariel — 
6312 degrees, a degree and a half 
offset. They all have highboy frames 
and super slim tanks. It’s harder to 
come up with ideas now, but I was 
always able to have a nice bike set up. 
Crystal balling future bike develop- 
ment, what do you see? 
Suspension is definitely the first area 
that needs attention. Half of the bikes 
are just ping pong balls. The engines 
are not too bad. I think you'll also see 
the physical size of the bicycles reduced 
as much as possible. You watch the 
light little Fantics in the sections. The 
guys have a neater ride on them. 
How would longer travel affect the 
handling? 
I think it would be a vicious circle 
where the good damping control 
would have to be sorted out to get a 
nice easy ride going off rocks. The 
motocross guys have done it, there's no 
reason why we can't. 
What about fluid drive? 
That all depends on how much money 
you want to spend for the trials 
market. Obviously, if you went fluid 
drive or front wheel drive or a limited 
front wheel drive, you’re talking about 
million dollar projects for a peanut 
market, One has to be realistic. You 
can get many way out ideas and 
they're so way out theyre not 
practical. 

Always, in the motorcycle industry, 
a basic good bike is better than a way- 
out futuristic fickle bike. If you have a 
good basic bike that will perform well, 
handle well and last a long time, you 
can be a winner. 
What about the future of the sport? 
It’s always been my ambition and wish 
that trials would catch on and sort of 
overtake the other branches of the 
sport, But it’s disappointing with areas 
like Australia and America that still 
haven't taken off. It worries me that 
trials is getting top heavy with what we 
have. World championships that are 
costing very much to contest. the 
market just doesn’t justify the 
expenditure. The market must grow 
with the sport. I think the sport is 
growing quicker than the market right 
now. e

AMA testifies 
before 
Congress 


In testimony before the U.S. 
Congress, AMA Attorney Gene 
Wirwahn charged that the Coun- 
cil on Environmental Quality im- 
properly contracted for a study which 
condemned dirt bike riding on public 
lands. In a two-pronged attack on the 
study, entitled Off-Road Vehicles on 
Public Lands and written by David 
Sheridan, Wirwahn contended the re- 
port was biased against ORVs and that 
CEQ had violated federal procurement 
practices in coutracting for it. 

“Mr. Sheridan was selected to do the 
report because he would produce the 
right results,” the attorney told the 
House Subcommittee on Fisheries and 
Wildlife Conservation and the Environ- 
ment. “No invitations to bid were 
solicited, and there has been no formal 
contract between CEQ and Mr. 
Sheridan,” Wirwahn charged. 

Subcommittee Chairman John Breaux 
seemed to agree, saying the study was 
weak in the section on ORVs. He added 
that it had failed to weigh their bene- 
fits. AMA Associate Director for Gov- 
ernment Relations Robert Rasor told 
the subcommittee, “There are some 
very obvious social and recreational 
benefits to ORVs.” Rasor explained 
ORVs have therapeutic value and of- 
fered family recreational opportunities. 
The positive side of ORVs was over- 
looked in the Sheridan report, he said. 

The hearing was held to consider 
the authorization of appropriations for 
CEQ, whose duties include advising 
the president on environmental matters. 
Chairman Breaux stated that particu- 
lar emphasis would be placed on the 
agency s procedures for contracting re- 
ports and studies. 

Wirwahn said the AMA was not the 
only group to complain about “the 
lack of balance in CEQ” and its con- 
tracting procedures. It was disclosed 
that just about every study ever done 
for the agency was contracted without 
solicitation and thus, in violation of 
federal law. Besides various ORV 
groups, the General Accounting Office 
and Sen. Jesse Helms found CEQ in 
violation of this law. 





CEQ Acting Chairman Malcolm 
Baldwin, during his testimony, admit- 
ted the agency has been at fault in this 
area and promised Breaux that it is 
working with GAO to develop new 
procedures for contracting studies. 

Wirwahn, a member of the Washing- 
ton, D.C., law firm of Cook, Purcell, 
Hansen and Henderson, along with 
Rasor told the subcommittee that the 
AMA first became interested in CEQ 
in 1977 when it proposed an Executive 
Order that would ban ORVs from 
public lands. Over 80,000 pieces of 
mail were received by the White House 
from concerned ORV proponents and 
the order was greatly modified, the at- 
torney said. However, in 1978, the 
AMA received a copy of the Sheridan 
report and besides noting its bias, dis- 
covered the faulty contracting proce- 
dures. The association then brought 
the matter to the attention of Sen. Jesse 
Helms who asked the Comptroller 
General to investigate. GAO found 
that the “issuance of the order to Mr. 
Sheridan was improper” and the AMA 
filed suit against the agency in the 
U.S. District Court for the District of 
Columbia seeking redress for the re- 
lease of the improperly procured report. 


One subcommittee member, how- 
ever, did not seem to find fault with 
CEQ. “It is the very nature of an agency 
to be biased,” said Rep. Edwin Forsythe 
(R-N./.). Wirwahn countered, “It 
might be a step in the right direction 
to make it harder to be biased.” 

Chairman Breaux considered CEQ 
in a broader context, saying he had 
heard rumors that President Reagan 
may want to do away with the agency. 
Acting CEQ Chairman said he had 
heard those rumors too, but that 
didn't mean the president was not con- 
cerned with the environment. Said 
Breaux: “I'm concerned about the 
prospect of an advisory group advising 
someone who doesn’t want any advice.” 

According to congressional sources, 
the AMA was successful in emphasiz- 
ing to the subcommittee the irregular- 
ities in CEQ s contracting procedures — 
something which could have an affect 
during the reauthorization of the 
agency's next budget. Also attending 
the hearing was a representative of the 
Motorcycle Industry Council and Nancy 
Wilson, head of the newly formed Na- 
tional Motorcycle Commuter Associa- 
tion.

Spaniard 
Soler tops 
Spanish 
round

MANRESSA, SPAIN, FEB. 22 

To the delight of his 
countrymen, Manuel Soler 
achieved the first ever win by a 
Spaniard in the Spanish round 
when he took his new 350 “White 
Wonder” Montesa tọ victory in 
the opening battle of the World 
Championship Observed Trials Series. 

But his win was by the narrowest of 
margins. Soler tied with Belgian 
Honda ace Eddy Lejeune on the 
number of marks lost - 92, but got the 
verdict on the greatest number of 
cleans. Soler had 13- unpenalized 
attempts of the 45 sections, while 
Lejeune had just one less. 

These two were the only pair to keep 
their score under the magic 100. 
American favorite Bernie Schreiber, 
the World champion in 1979, came 
home third after having been forced to 
ride his number two machine after 
crashing his better Italjet in a stadium 
trial just a few days before. 

Yet Bernie was happy with his 
result. He's won the last three Spanish 
rounds in ultra dry, super grippy 
conditions, so was not unhappy when 
he managed a safe third place on 
sections that were very slippery 
because of melting snow that caused 
the organizers to change the venue 
slightly due to the deep drifts. 

In recent years the sections in World 
rounds have changed from the old 
type of relatively straight hazards to 
ultra tight turns followed by huge 
steps, and Sunday's event was entirely 
this type. It suited the continental 
riders and Schreiber, but the whole 
host of British riders who had made 
the journey to Spain found themselves 
out of their depth, and only Suzuki's 











John Reynolds rode well enough to 
score a championship point. 

Spaniards Soler and Ossa mounted 
Toni Gorgot got first and fourth, but 
it was the French challenge that 
dominated the discussion in the 
mountains near Manressa, outside 
Barcelona. Gilles Burgat, Charles 
Coutard and Christian Desnoyers took 
fifth, sixth and ninth places leaving 
current World Champion Ulf Karlson 
in seventh, and former three-times 
champ Yrjo Vesterinen eighth. 

Faced with three laps of 15 sections, 
and a new FIM ruling that virtually 
eliminated the old bogey of time being 
a problem, the aces were able to 
concentrate solely on their section 
performances to decide a winner. 

Eddy Lejeune put in the best first 
lap performance with 31 marks lost, 
followed by Vesterinen a further two 
adrift. At this stage Soler was in fourth 
place with 37, one behind Schreiber, 
who had a steady opening lap to take 
third. In comparison Karlson had a 
bad tour and was way out of the top 
ten, but then he put in the third best 
lap of the day on his second circuit 
with 30 to jump right into contention, 

After Lejeune had completed his 
second lap, it looked as if the Honda 
rider, one of only two riders on 
Japanese thumpers (the other was 
Kiyoteru Hattori), had the trial sewn 
up for a clearcut win, but he hadn't 
expected a third lap by Soler that was 
simply incredible. 

Soler went round for just 23 lost, 
some six better than anybody else had 
managed on a lap, and in that last lap 
scored the one extra vital clean that 
was to give him victory over Lejeune. 

By this time Schreiber had 
improved both times on his first lap 
score to clinch third with ease leaving 
Toni Gorgot in a safe fourth, but for 
the Frenchmen Burgat and Coutard it 
was a matter of national pride who got 
the verdict for fifth and sixth. It went 
to the SWM rider over the former 
SWM man, and Coutard was heard to 
mutter to his friend Martin Lampkin, 
“That bloody Burgat - he beat me 
again.” 

In the following three weeks comes 
the Belgian, Irish and British rounds, 
and if last year’s battle was exciting, 
then this year’s is likely to be nail 
biting. .

but remember both Mike and Dick 
were established stars when Mert made 
his way out of the hills of Idaho to 
launch his major racing career at 
Ascot back in the early '60s. 

Who had the fastest Superbike at 
Daytona? Rate the factory Honda of 
Freddie Spencer’s equal, or faster, 
than the two Suzukis. Spencer was 
riding a smart race, hanging back be- 
hind Cooley and Crosby, and appeared 
to be able to close on them at will. 

The goof by the Honda pit crew at 
the possible race-costing gas stop ap- 
peared to many of us the problem of 
Just too many men on the crew. 

Crosby told me later that he was try- 
ing to set up Cooley for a last turn 
draft shot but made a mistake in the 
chicane on the last lap, allowing Wes 
those extra few years that can make 
the difference at the finish line. 

Some of us were also wondering 
during the later stages of the Super- 
bike race if Wes and Crosby were plan- 
ning on a dead heat finish with Spencer 
out of the picture? It would have been 
worth a million dollars in publicity if 
they would have pulled it off. 

Randy Mamola was an official entry 
but once again the Suzuki distributors 

) apparently could not get together and 
once again one of the best road racers 
in the world was not on hand. 

Since the time that Randy has 
“made it” in the bigtime the contracts 
have kept him from running in his own 
country, on the tracks where he learned 
the go-fast art. 

Speaking of Mamola, at least two 
English road racing authorities claim 
that Mamola will unseat Roberts from 
the 500cc throne in "81. That came 
from England folks, not the U.S. 

The first time “Battle of the Twins” 
race proved nothing more than the 
Ducati is the fastest. All other brands 
were too far behind from the first turn 
on to see who was second best. 

The vintage race was a gathering for 
the few that are perhaps frustrated 
racers. Three of them ran into each 
other before the first lap was completed 
for the only real action of the event. 

With Yamaha no longer making 
750cc road racers then it is just a 
matter of time before the Superbike 
class becomes the Daytona 200. When 
the one brand that supplies 99% of the 
machines chosen by the entrants quits 
making them, is it not time for the 
AMA to look ahead to revising the 
class size and rules? 

The Superbike class is not all that 
healthy when three riders run away 
from the field on the opening lap. 
Remember a few short years ago when 
the BMWs did the same thing. Where 
are they now? 

Will European riders come to 
Daytona in future years if the 200 was 
for 500cc machines? Or will they have 
their hand out for appearance money 
up front no matter what size engines 
are run? This one is for the AMA to 
seriously investigate — real soon. 

One record was broken, at least a 
Texas record, down at Daytona. For 
the first time in 33 years, Woody 
Leone of Beaumont, TX, was not on 
hand. Woody, at the tender age of 60- 
plus, is still recovering from his Bonne- 
ville crash a few months back. He 
called prior to the week and stated 
that all is going well and he will be 
back in "82. He also vowed to give up 
riding his creations on the salt flats. 

Now it is back to dirt, starting Fri- 
day night, Mar. 27 at Ascot and 
running vveekly non-Nationals and 
Nationals at Ascot, Sacramento and 
San Jose until mid-May. 

How many high school kids skipped 
school to enter the various races in 
Florida from the end of February 
through Mar. 8?

Honda/Balentine 
team for Invaders 
H&H win

The Balentine/Honda combo 
turned out to be an unbeatable 
team as Bob Balentine rode his 
big red CR450R, out of Al Baker's 
shop, to an exciting overall finish at 
the Invaders’ AMA D-37 hare ‘n’ 
hound. 

It was the first real test the Balen- 
tine-piloted Honda had had, although 
the combo had earned a third at a 
recent motocross. 


It was also the first time since 1965, 
when the legendary J.N. Roberts 
piloted his Honda 305 to an overall 
win, that a Honda had taken overall 
honors. 

The Invaders held an almost dust- 
free race on a perfect “spring” day 
after steady rains had plagued the area 
for almost a full three days prior to the 





race weekend. 

The start was delayed for an hour as 
two riders who crashed head on were 
moved out of the bomb run area and 
transported to a hospital. 

On the starting line sat several 
mischevious Checkers. During the 
previous evening they had sent a 
diversion into the Invaders’ camp, 
while several others went in and 
removed an Invaders banner. Darin 
Cartwright, to be known as “Darth 
Invader” during the race, had the 
banner hung on his back like a cape. 
All the Checkers had autographed it 
first. 

As Cartwright left the line after a 
long wait for the banner drop, the 
Invader “cape” blossomed behind 
him. The Invaders on the banner 
truck were taken by surprise and 
couldn't believe what they saw whiz 
past them. 

Gary Charters thought he had the 
lead as he headed straight for the 
bomb until a herd of riders from way 
out on either side of him suddenly 
converged onto his trail. 

Balentine and Rick Schumaker had 
a real battle going with Terry Clark 
not far behind. Balentine couldn't 


seem to shake his two shadows. Ed 
Whisenant was running fourth, 
followed by Dan Ashcraft and Kevin 
Hopkins. 

There was a big ditch just before 
check one. It was well marked, but 
that didn’t stop the over-zealous riders 
from piling into it in stacks. The view 
from the check was box-seat quality, 
and the comedy was top notch. At one 
time there were at least six bikes in a 
stack! 

Into home check Balentine had only 
a short lead over Schumaker, who in 
turn, was only a breath ahead of 
Clark. 

Ashcraft was now in fourth with 
Whisenant in fifth followed still by the 
number one “C” biker, Hopkins. A pie 
plater was next with Pete Postel just 
ahead of first Amateur Tony Megla. 

Megla had made a good comeback 
after being clipped in the rear tire by 
another rider about halfway around 
the first loop, causing him to wind up 
on the ground. Bruce Jones rounded 
out the top 10. 

Charters, on his C machine, led the 
Seniors, with Senior George Zuber, 
riding in the Open class this year, 10 
bikes back. 





Novice Rob Murray (250cc) led his 
class, only seconds in front of #206c, 
Mike Jones (C), John Sarrail (250cc) 
and Dave Chumney (250cc). 


The Beginner finish was led by 
Mitchell Bulawsky (Open), followed 
by Tim Rohan (250cc), #349 (Open) 
and Vet #236 (Open). 

First Trailbike finisher was Karl 
Smith followed by the first C machine, 
#185c. 

Other Novice Trails to finsh were 
John Willis, Larry Berg and Scott 
Colbert. 

Out on the second loop Balentine 
was day dreaming. Schumaker had hit 
a rock and split the cases on his bike, 
and so Balentine wasn’t really paying 
attention as Clark zoomed past him. 
He thought it was some play rider until 
he saw “T. Clark” on the rider’s 
helmet. Then the battle of “catch up” 
was on. 

Behind these two the other riders 
had also changed positions. Ashcraft 
was now third, followed by Hopkins. 

Whisenant had come over a rise in 
high gear and -had hit a rock dead 
center. He lay along the trail for a 
minute or two, trying to get his breath 
and figure out what happened. 


Megla had now moved into fifth, 
with Jones in sixth. 

The Invaders at various road 
crossings saw a lot of strange crossings 
(the rules were that the rider had to 
dismount to cross), but probably the 
most spectacular crossing was made by 
Ashcraft. He kept on the throttle, with 
his feet only taking two steps across the 
entire width of the road. Then he 
landed on his stomach on the seat of 
the bike on the other side of the road. 


After an unbelievable race between 
two extremely well matched 
opponents, Balentine finally got the 
upper hand and took the checkered 
flag in the lead with Clark (Open) 
taking second. 

Ashcraft, riding for Up-Tite Husky, 
was next, earning first 250cc honors 
with speedster Hopkins close behind 
and taking the C bike win. Hopkins 
rode out of Dick Allen’s Yamaha. 

Amateur Megla (250cc) led his class 
with Jones (Open) in the sixth overall 
spot, followed by #190c, Dave 
Hornbeck (Open), Postel (C) and 
Veteran Richard Jackson (Open) 
rounding out the top 10. 

The first Senior honors went to 
Zuber (Open) followed by Morris

Husqvarna support riders Mark 
and Kent Miller blasted their 
way to first Open and first 250cc 
at the fifth annual Salome 100.

By the time the Experts made it to 
the home check on the second lap 
Mark Miller had the lead with Hutchins 
and Bennett close behind. On time 
Harden was second and John Imbriale 
(Yam) was fourth. With the Experts 
coming through for their last lap it was 
Mark Miller in the lead with Kent 
Miller right on his tail. Hutchins had 
run out of gas and Bennett had suffered 
a bad crash. Harden was still running 
strong although he was back in the 
pack. 

It looked like a remake of the 1980 
Salome when Kent overtook Mark on 
the last lap. But when it came time for 
Kent to pass Mark he got in traffic and 
fell, losing a shock and having to settle 
for second. At this point in the race 
Kent and Scot were running an even 
race. Scot picked up a flat tire shortly 
thereafter, making him drop a position 
to Imbriale. That was how the race 
ended up with Mark Miller first, Kent 
second, Imbriale third and Harden 
fourth. Making a fine showing after 
his Parker 400 Class 38 win was Dave 
Miller in fifth.

BOULDER CITY, NV, MAR. 1 
Factory Husky rider Scot Harden 
continued his domination of 
southern Nevada racing with an 
overall victory in the Boulder City 


Dirt Riders-sponsored hare scrambles. 
Harden has won overall in three of the 
four races held this year, and he didn’t 
enter the other one. 

The day was definitely a case of man 
against the elements, with a steady rain 
leaving only 54 finishers of the 114 
starters, and only half of the finishers 
riding all four loops in the 104 mile 
event. The cry of the morning by the 
sponsoring club was “when we want 
rain we get rain.” The night before a 
light rain had indeed settled the dust, 
promising a rare good visibility ride, 
but by 10:30 a.m. race day the rain 
had returned with a vengeance, and 
some of the pit crews suggested that we 
stop wanting rain and start enjoying it. 
By noon, amid a steady downpour, 
nobody was enjoying it. 

As the Experts left the line at 10 
a.m., it was “Holeshot” Anthony 
Pasqualotto leading the pack. Anthony 
has led every race this year, but so far 
hasn't been able to take the checkered 
flag in the lead. Harden, who passed 
the smoke in about fifth place, quickly 
moved up behind Pasqualotto. The 
charging Maico rider held off the fac- 
tory Husky for about 10 miles when 
Harden rolled by in a high speed 
straight. Tony tucked in behind Scot 
and the two moved off to hide from 
the rest of the pack. 

By the end of three loops Harden 
had nearly a three minute lead over 
Pasqualotto, who pitted and discovered 
a crack in the swingarm. He left for 
the final 26 miles with little hope of 
catching Harden, but with a comfort- 
able 15 minute lead over third place, 
Doug Stadtlander. Finally, only a few 
miles from the finish, a thrown chain 
gave Anthony his second mechanical 
in as many races. Harden took the 
checkered flag nearly 25 minutes 
ahead of Stadtlander. 

In the 250cc class Fred Hansen ap- 
pears to be approaching his old form 
after a severe injury in Baja had side- 
lined the Husky rider for most of 1980. 
Hansen took the win ahead of Steve 
Beck and Mike Welch brought his 
Can-Am into third. 

The 125cc class gave Husky/Sports- 
man Cycle-sponsored Daryl Folks a 
come-from-behind victory with Floyd 
Bradley and Randy Hunnycutt round- 
ing out the top three, also Husky- 
mounted. The cold, wet weather left 
the course strewn with water-cooled 
bikes, who had fits keeping up to 
operating temperature. 

Ron Loomis took top Over 38 
honors and eighth overall ahead of top 
Over 30 rider, Casey Folks. 

The strange weather led to some 
strange results. A 125cc Novice, Ron 
Purvines, picked himself up from a 
start line crash and rode to a victory 
ahead of not only all the eighth-liter 
Novices, but also in front of top 125cc

Tour Master 
Riding Suit 


In less than three years, Tour 


Master Riding Apparel has 
become one of the top brands in 
the’ cold weather riding suit 
market. It is easy to see why. The suit 
does the job it was made for admirably 
without making the wearer look like 
an overstuffed polar bear. 

Tour Master gives you a choice of 
styles: A two piece outfit consisting of 
jacket and bib style pants or a one 
piece suit. We tested the two piece 
suit. 

Probably the largest percentage of 
purchasers will utilize the suit while 
riding with a fairing. Subtract a few 
more degrees from the thermometer 
for your range of riding. Those who 
don’t use a fairing are in for a pleasant 
surprise. The suit is solidly wind 
resistant. 

In our evaluation the suit was used 
both ways. On a day with 
temperatures in the mid-teens and a 
cruising speed of 50 mph plus and no 
fairing it offered very acceptable 
protection. 

Layering is the key to warmth in any 
cold weather outing. The Tour Master 
accomplishes that by utilizing 200 
denier nylon -- urethane backed and 
weather proof -- insulated with six 
ounce polyester fiberfill. That 
combination provides an effective 
covering which keeps wind out and 
body warmth in. 

Two problem areas were 
encountered when riding without a 
fairing. Both centered around the 
collar and its fit. It seemed the collar 
was sized for an NFL lineman with a 
very big neck. This created a problem 











in sealing the collar tight enough to 
keep out a nasty draft on the back of 
the neck. The collar is secured with a 
Velcro fastener. 

The second problem concerns the 

area where the zipper and collar meet. 
There was enough of a gap that even 
with the storm flap the wind whistled 
in. 
The Velcro on the collar had an 
annoying way of attaching itself to the 
bottom of the rider's helmet liner on 
the right side. Aside from repeatedly 
having to break contact which 
caused some wear on the liner -- this 
was only a minor inconvience. 

The outfits come in two colors -- 
black or silver. The jacket fits well 
with the sleeves cut long to allow for a 
comfortable riding position. The 
shoulders are loose, but not bulky and 
allow freedom of movement. Knit 
cuffs inside the sleeves cut off any cold 
air at the wrist. The wrist openings 
may be tightened further via Velcro 
fasteners. There are double pockets on 
the waist -- a slash hand warmer 
pocket and a cargo pocket with a flap 
secured by Velcro. There is also a 
pocket with flap on the upper right 
side of the chest and an inside pocket 
for whatever you have left over. 

The zipper is two-way allowing the 
rider to unzip from the top or bottom 
for added movement or for reaching 
something inside. A belt, with a cam 
type buckle which can be opened with 
one hand, secures the midriff. If not 
used, the buckle ends work their way 
into the hand warmer pockets. 

The bib style pants are cut trim. 
One size larger than normal proved to 
be a more comfortable fit. 

There are two-way zippers on the 
front of the pants as well as on both 
legs. Once unzipped, the pants slip on 
easily with wide, easily adjustable 
nylon straps for both shoulders. Once 
zipped, the tightness of the cuffs may 
be adjusted by Velcro closures. Once a 
comfortable fit is found it can be left 
since the closures are on the inside of 
the leg. A storm flap protects the 
zippers. 

Nighttime visibility is enhanced by 
the use of reflective striping which 
runs from collar to cuff and also across 
the back of the jacket. 

The suit is very bulky to pack. 
However, it is that very bulk which is 
the difference between warm and cold 
riding. 

The Tour Master suit is meant for 
cold weather riding. The pants were 
needed less often than the jacket as 
morning cold usually gave way to 
afternoon warmth. When the sun goes 
down the full suit comes into its own. 

Tour Master also offers sizes for 
women. Suggested retail price for the 
jacket is $114.95 while the pants are 
$99.95. The one piece suit goes for 
$169.95.

A regularly 
scheduled CRC motocross race was 
held on the International track so the 
NMA and its several hundred riders 
fitted onto the back track as the 
good times continued to roll. 


Kyle Fleming from Glendale, AZ, 
was an out of state rider whose trip was 
well worth it. You can’t beat going 
back home with three first place 
trophies! Fleming defeated Shane 
Sheffield in the Junior Cycle Modified 
Novice 9-11 race. Fleming then 
mounted his 83cc machines and won 
everything he entered. In the Stock 
Novice 9-11 race Kyle took the first 
moto win over Marty Rickard. With 
the second moto action Kyle became a 
little confused. There were two waves 
going off the starting gate in race 19 
and Kyle charged down the starting 
stretch with the Intermediate riders 
but then realized it was the wrong class 
and turned back. When the next wave 
took off Fleming got the holeshot over 
the Novices and went on to take it 
overall ahead of Jeff Reynolds and 
Rickard. 


In the 83cc Modified Movice 9-11 
race Fleming wasn't confused about 
anything. He knew exactly what to do 
and proceeded to take two first place 
wins which took care of the compet- 
itors. Rickard settled in the second 
place position in front of Reynolds. 


It would be hard to cover this race 
‘and not mention Scott Brown. 
Fleming did fantastic with three wins 
but Brown really outdid the rest by 
taking the four first place wins! The 
NMA spent half their trophy bill on 
him. He mounted on Yamahas to win 
the Junior Cycle Modified Inter- 
mediate 9-11 race as well as the Stock 
event. Kyle Lewis was his closest 
competitor in both cases.. Lewis was 


second in the Stock event but lost the 
Modified race due to a fall while 
hauling over a double jump and Shane 
Trittler took advantage by taking 
second. 


Kawasaki sponsored this 
Winternationals and their machines 
took several major wins. Brown helped 
them out and won the 83cc Stock 
Intermediate 9-11 race and the 
Modified event as well. After him both 
times was Willie Surratt. 


Curt McCuistion is sponsored by 
Team Green and he proved himself on 
the track today with two fine wins. In 
the 125cc Stock Expert class he aced 
out Ron Lechien, who was racing 
Minis just last year. Ron is too tall to 
race Minis. He resembles Mike Bell — 
not only does he race Yamahas but he 
grows a few inches in between motos. 
David Saxton was third in that contest 
while Dennis Hulen was fourth. 
McCuistion deserves credit for his 
other win which was the 250cc race 
where he defeated Mike Dodge and 
Glen Licon. 


Don't forget the big race that is 
coming quickly, that’s the World Mini 
Grand Prix to be held at Saddleback 
on April 10-12.

Kaw support) took both the 250cc and 
Open Pro classes and Eugene’s Joe 
Spangler (Suz) went wild going 1-1 in 
hotly contested 125cc Pro action.

Burgett, Dick, took second on what 
else but a Yamaha. 

In destructive 125cc Pro action, Joe 
Spangler (Eugene Suz) took the 
holeshot with Loch Names (Yam of 
Springfield), “Radical” Rod Keller 
(Eugene Suz), Vince Warren (Yam), 
and David Van Epps (Suz) following. 
Spangler made no mistakes and 
certainly wasn’t going to let anyone by 
him on his new Suzuki Floater. 

Names and Keller were going at it 
for second as a three-way dice for third 
was going on between Warren, Van 
Epps-and Mike Danial (Santiam Yam) 
who were trying to keep the leaders in 
sight. At the flag, Spangler took the 








win followed by Names, Keller, 
Warren, Van Epps, Danial and 
Wayne Church (Valley Cycles/Yam).
